Capital of a 
Canaanite Kingdom ruled over a large part of northern Negev. King of Arad ruler of the Kingdom of Arad. 
Canaanites of Arad grew wheat barley olive beans constructed earth dams in dry river beds goats sheep cattle. City 
located at crossroads of two main trade routes southward from Judean Hills to Negev and Edom westward from 
shores of Dead Sea across Negev to southern coast. 


2200 bc: Joshua Recorded Devastating City Of Arad in 2650 bc to 2200 bc a smaller Hebrew fortress and outpost 
was built on a nearby hill. This puts the Story of Moses in the 25th century bc. Moses on the way to The Land 


stayed away from the City of Arad though a few from the Tribe of Judah were captured. This may be why Joshua

Works Of The Services Of The Sanctuary to Make it Withal.

Cubits. The Curtains Were all of One Size. 





He Coupled The Five Curtains One to another and The Other Five Curtains He coupled One to 
Another. 


He Made Loops Of Blue on The Edge of One Curtain from The Selvedge in The Coupling 
Likewise He Made in The Uttermost Side of another Curtain in The Coupling of the Second. 


Fifty Loops Made He In One Curtain and Fifty Loops Made He on The Edge of The Curtain That 
Was in The Coupling of the Second The Loops Held One Curtain to another. 


He Made Fifty Taches Of Gold and Coupled The Curtains One to another With The Taches So it 
Became One Tabernacle. He Made Curtains of Goats' Hair for The Tent Over The Tabernacle 
Eleven Curtains He Made them. 

The Length Of One Curtain was Thirty Cubits and Four Cubits was The Breadth of One Curtain. 
The Eleven Curtains Were of One Size. 


He Made Fifty Loops Upon The Uttermost Edge of The Curtain in The Coupling and Fifty Loops 
Made He Upon The Edge of The Curtain That Coupleth the Second. 


He Made Fifty Taches of Brass To Couple The Tent Together That it Might Be One. He Made a 
Covering For The Tent above that. 


He Made Boards For The Tabernacle of Shittim Wood standing up. 
The Length Of A Board was Ten Cubits and The Breadth of a Board One Cubit and a half. 


One Board Had Two Tenons Equally Distant One from another Thus Did He Make For all The 
Boards of The Tabernacle. 


He Made Boards For The Tabernacle Twenty Boards For The South Side Southward Forty 
Sockets of Silver He Made Under The Twenty Boards Two Sockets Under One Board For His 
Two Tenons and Two Sockets Under another Board For His Two Tenons. 


For The Other Side Of The Tabernacle that is Toward The North Corner He Made Twenty Boards 
Their Forty Sockets of Silver Two Sockets Under One Board and Two Sockets Under another 
Board. For The Sides Of The Tabernacle Westward He Made Six Boards. 

Two Boards Made He For The Corners Of The Tabernacle in The Two Sides. 


They Were Coupled Beneath and Coupled Together at The Head Thereof To One Ring Thus He 
Did To Both of them in Both The Corners. 


There Were Eight Boards and their Sockets Were Sixteen Sockets of Silver Under Every Board 
Two Sockets. 


He Made Bars Of Shittim Wood Five For The Boards of The One Side of The Tabernacle Five 
Bars For The Boards of The Other Side of The Tabernacle and Five Bars For The Boards of The 
Tabernacle For The Sides Westward. 


He Made The Middle Bar to Shoot Through The Boards From The One End To The Other. 


He Overlaid The Boards With Gold and Made Their Rings of Gold To Be Places For The Bars and 
Overlaid The Bars with Gold. 


He Made A Vail Of Blue and Purple and Scarlet and Fine Twined Linen With Cherubims Made He 
it of Cunning Works. 


He Made Thereto Four Pillars Of Shittim Wood and Overlaid Them With Gold Their Hooks Were 
of Gold and He Cast For Them Four Sockets of Silver. 





He Made An Hanging For The Tabernacle Door Of Blue and Purple and Scarlet and Fine Twined 
Linen of Needlework. 





The Five Pillars of it With Their Hooks and He Overlaid Their Chapiters and Their Fillets With 
Gold but Their Five Sockets were of Brass. 


He Made The Holy Anointing Oil and The Pure Incense of Sweet Spices According To The Works 
of The Apothecary. 





All The Gold That Was Occupied For The Works In All The Works Of The Holy Place 


Even The Gold Of The Offering Was Twenty Nine Talents and Seven Hundred and Thirty Shekels 
after The Shekel Of The Sanctuary.

All This Said David God made me understand In Writing by His Hand Upon Me Even All The

So David gathered all Hebrews together from Shihor of Egypt even to the entering of Hemath to 
bring The Ark Of God from Kirjathjearim. 


David went up and all Hebrews to Baalah that is to Kirjathjearim that belonged to Judah to bring 
up thence The Ark Of God that dwelleth between the cherubims whose name is called on it. 


They carried The Ark Of God in a new cart out of the house of Abinadab and Uzza and Ahio 
drave the cart. 


David and all Hebrews played before God with all their might and with singing and with harps 
and with psalteries and with timbrels and with cymbals and with trumpets. 


When they came to the threshingfloor of Chidon Uzza put forth his hand To Hold The Ark for the 
oxen stumbled. 


Ark ae ‘there te died yeti peg 


David was displeased because God had made a breach upon Uzza wherefore that place is called 
Perezuzza to this day. 


David was afraid of God that day saying How shall | bring The Ark Of God home to me ? 


So David brought not The Ark home to himself to the City of David carried it aside into the 
house of Obededom the Gittite. 


God blessed the house of Obededom and all that he had. 


Now The Days of David Drew Nigh that he should die and He Charged Solomon His Son Saying | 
go the way of all The Earth. 


Be Thou Strong Therefore and shew thyself a Man and Keep The Charge of Thy God. 


To Walk in His Ways to Keep His Statutes and His Commandments and His Judgments and His 
Testimonies as it is written in The Law of Moses. 


That Thou Mayest Prosper in all that thou doest and whithersoever thou turnest thyself That 
God may continue His Word that He spake concerning Me saying If Thy Children Take Heed to 
their way to walk before me in truth with all their heart and With all their soul there shall not fail 
thee said he a Man on the throne of Hebrews.

So David Slept With His Fathers and was buried in The City of David.

Seven Years reigned He in Hebron and Thirty Three Years reigned He in Jerusalem. 


After King David’s Death Hiram Continued To Maintain Friendly Relations with King Solomon 
explained in a letter to Hiram.

Countries all round Him He could not build a Temple for The Worship of God Until God had 
given Him Victory over all His enemies.

Do ye thus requite the God O foolish People and unwise ? is not he thy father that hath bought 
thee ? hath he not made thee and established thee ?

When the Most High divided to the Nations their inheritance when he separated the sons of 
Adam he set the bounds of the People according to the number of The Children of Israel.

For it is not a vain thing for you because it is your life and through this thing ye shall prolong 
your days in the land whither ye go over Jordan to possess it. 


Moses spake in the ears of all the Congregation of Israel the words of this song until they were 
ended.

When God helped the Levites that bare The Ark of The Covenant of the God that they offered 
seven bullocks and seven rams. 


David was clothed with a robe of fine linen and all the Levites that bare The Ark and the singers 
and Chenaniah the master of the song with the singers David also had upon him an ephod of

A Bundle Of Myrrh Is My Well Beloved To Me He Shall lie all night betwixt my breasts. My 
beloved is to me as a cluster of camphire in the vineyards of Engedi. Behold Thou Art fair my 
love behold Thou Art fair Thou hast doves' eyes. Behold Thou Art fair my beloved yea pleasant 
also our bed is green. The beams of our house are cedar and our rafters of fir. 


Levites Were Scribes Singers Musicians Officers and Porters 


Also They Were Over The Bearers Of Burdens and Were Overseers of all That Wrought The 
Works in Any Manner Of Services and of The Levites There Were Scribes and Officers and 
Porters. 


The Whole Congregation Together was Forty Two Thousand Three Hundred and Threescore 
Beside Their Servants and Their Maids of whom There were Seven Thousand Three Hundred 
and Thirty Seven and There Were Among Them Two Hundred Singing Men and Singing Women. 


Their Horses were Seven Hundred and Thirty Six Their Mules Two Hundred and Forty Five. 


Their Camels Four Hundred and Thirty Five Their Asses Six Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Twenty. 


Some of The Chiefs of The Fathers When They Came To The House Of God That is at Jerusalem 
Offered Freely For The House Of God To Set it Up in His Place They Gave After Their Ability To 
The Treasures Of The Works Threescore and One Thousand Drams of Gold and Five Thousand 
Pounds of Silver and One Hundred Priests’ Garments. 


So The Priests and The Levites and Some of The People and The Singers and The Porters and 
The Nethinims Dwelt in Their Cities and all Israel in Their Cities. 


Be It Known To The King That We Went into The Province of Judea to The House Of The Great 
God That Is Builded With Great Stones and Timber is Laid in The Walls and This Work Goeth 
Fast On and Prospereth in Their Hands. 


Let The Works Of This House Of God alone Let The Governor Of The Hebrews and The Elders 
Of The Hebrews Build This House Of God In His Place. 


Kept The Feast Of Unleavened Bread Seven Days With Joy For God Had Made Them Joyful and 
Turned The Heart of The King of Assyria To Them To Strengthen Their Hands in The Works Of 
The Houses Of God Of The Hebrews. 


The Rulers Knew Not Whither | Went or What! Did Neither Had I as Yet Told it To The Jews Nor 
To The Priests Nor To The Nobles Nor To The Rulers Nor To The Rest That Did The Works. 


Then | Told Them Of The Hand Of God That Was Good Upon Me as also The King's Words That 
He Had Spoken To Me. 


They Said Let Us Rise Up and Build. 
So They Strengthened Their Hands For This Good Work. 


Next To Them The Tekoites Repaired but Their Nobles Put Not Their Necks to The Works Of 
God. 


So Built We The Wall and all The Wall Was Joined Together to The Half Thereof For The People 
Had a Mind To Work. 


Our Adversaries Said They Shall Not Know Neither See Till We Come in The Midst Among Them

From That Time Forth 
That The Half of My Servants Wrought in The Works and The Other Half of Them Held Both the 
spears the shields and the bows and the habergeons and The Rulers were Behind All The 
House Of Judah. They That Builded on The Wall and They That Bare Burdens with Those That 
Laded Every One with One of His Hands Wrought in The Works and with The Other Hand Held a 
weapon. For The Builders Every One Had His sword Girded By His Side and So Builded. He That 
Sounded The Trumpet was by Me. | Said To The Nobles and To The Rulers and to The Rest of 
The Peoples. 


The Work Is Great and Large and We Are Separated Upon The Wall One Far From Another. In 
What Place Therefore Ye Hear The Sound of The Trumpet Resort Ye Thither To Us God Shall 
Fight For Us. So We Laboured in The Works and Half of Them Held the spears From The Rising 
of The Morning Till The Stars Appeared. Likewise at The Same Time Said | To The People Let 
Every One with His Servant Lodge within Jerusalem That in The Night They May Be a Guard To 
Us and Labour on The Day. So Neither | Nor My Brethren Nor My Servants Nor The Men of The 
Guard That Followed Me None of Us Put off our Clothes Saving That Every One Put Them off 
For Washing. 


Yea Also | Continued In The Works Of This Wall Neither Bought We Any Land and All My 
Servants Were Gathered Thither To The Works. 


| Sent Messengers To Them Saying | Am Doing A Great Work So That | Cannot Come Down 
Why Should The Works cease Whilst | Leave it and Come Down to you ? 


The Sabbaths Of The New Moons The Set Fasts 


For The Shewbread and for The Continual Offerings and for The Continual Offerings of The 
Sabbaths of The New Moons For The Set Fasts and For The Holy Things and For The Sin 
Offerings To Make an Atonement For The Hebrews and For All The Works Of The House Of God. 


Their Brethren That Did The Works Of The House were Eight Hundred and Twenty Two and 
Adaiah the Son of Jeroham the Son of Pelaliah the Son of Amzi the Son of Zechariah the Son of 
Pashur the Son of Malchiah. His Brethren Chief of The Fathers Two Hundred and Forty Two and 
Amashai the Son of Azareel the Son of Ahasai the Son of Meshillemoth the Son of Immer. 


Their Brethren Mighty Men Of Valour an Hundred and Twenty Eight and Their Overseer was 
Zabdiel the Son of One of The Great Men. Also of The Levites Shemaiah the Son of Hashub the 
Son of Azrikam the Son of Hashabiah the Son of Bunni Shabbethai and Jozabad of The Chief of 
The Levites Had The Oversight Of The Outward Business Of The House Of God. Mattaniah the 
Son of Micha the Son of Zabdi the Son of Asaph was The Principal To Begin The Thanksgiving 
in Orayer and Bakbukiah the Second among His Brethren and Abda the Son of Shammua the 
Son of Galal the Son of Jeduthun. All The Levites in The Holy City Were Two Hundred Fourscore 
and Four. 


Moreover The Porters Akkub Talmon and Their Brethren That Kept The Gates Were an Hundred 
and Seventy Two. The Residue of Israel of The Priests and The Levites Were in all The Cities Of 
Judah Every One in His Inheritance. The Nethinims Dwelt in Ophel and Ziha and Gispa Were 
Over The Nethinims. The Overseer also of The Levites at Jerusalem Was Uzzi the Son of Bani 
the Son of Hashabiah the Son of Mattaniah the Son of Micha. Of the Sons of Asaph The Singers 


Were Over The Business Of The House Of God. 


For It Was The King's Commandment Concerning Them That a Certain Portion Should Be For 
The Singers Dues For Every Day. 


Pethahiah the Son of Meshezabeel of The Children of Zerah the Son of Judah was at The King's 
Hand in All Matters Concerning The People. For The Villages With Their Fields Some of The 
Children of Judah Dwelt at Kirjatharba and in The Villages Thereof and at Dibon and in The 
Villages Thereof and at Jekabzeel and in The Villages Thereof at Jeshua and at Moladah and at 
Bethphelet at Hazarshual and at Beersheba and in The Villages Thereof at Ziklag and at 
Mekonah and in The Villages Thereof at Enrimmon and at Zareah and at Jarmuth Zanoah 
Adullam and in Their Villages at Lachish and The Fields Thereof at Azekah and in The Villages 
Thereof. They Dwelt From Beersheba to The Valley of Hinnom. The Children also of Benjamin 
From Geba Dwelt at Michmash and Aija and Bethel and in Their Villages. At Anathoth Nob 
Ananiah Hazor Ramah Gittaim Hadid Zeboim Neballat Lod and Ono The Valley Of Craftsmen. Of 
The Levites were Divisions in Judah and in Benjamin. 


Then | Commanded and They Cleansed The Chambers and Thither Brought | again The Vessels 
Of The House Of God with The Offerings and The Frankincense. | Perceived That The Portions 
of The Levites Had Not Been Given Them For The Levites and The Singers That Did The Works 
were Fled Every One to His Field. Then Contended | with The Rulers and Said Why Is The House 
Of God forsaken ? | Gathered Them Together and Set Them in Their Place. Then Brought all 
Judah The Tithe of The Corn and The New Vine and The Oil to The Treasuries. | Made Treasurers 
Over The Treasuries Shelemiah The Priest and Zadok The Scribe and of The Levites Pedaiah 
and Next to Them was Hanan the Son of Zaccur the Son of Mattaniah For They Were Counted 
Faithful and Their Office was to Distribute to Their Brethren. Remember Me O God Concerning 
This and Wipe Not Out My Good Deeds That | Have Done For The House Of God and For The 
Offices Thereof. In Those Days Saw | in Judah Some Treading Wine Presses on The Sabbath 
and Bringing in Sheaves and Lading Asses as also Wine Grapes and Figs and all Manner of 
Burdens That They Brought into Jerusalem on The Sabbath Day and | Testified against Them in 
The Day wherein They Sold Victuals. There Dwelt Men of Tyre also Therein That Brought Fish 
and all Manner of Ware and Sold on The Sabbath to The Children of Judah and in Jerusalem. 
Then | Contended with The Nobles of Judah and Said to Them What evil Thing Is This That Ye 
Do and Profane The Sabbath Day ? Did Not Your Fathers Thus and Did Not gods Bring All This 
evil Upon Us and Upon This City ? 


Yet Ye Bring More wrath Upon Israel By Profaning The Sabbath. That When The Gates of 
Jerusalem Began To Be Dark Before The Sabbath | Commanded That The Gates Should Be Shut 
and Charged That They Should Not Be Opened Till after The Sabbath and Some of My Servants 
Set | at The Gates That There Should No Burden Be Brought in on The Sabbath Day. So The 
Merchants and Sellers of all Kinds of Wares Lodged without Jerusalem Once or Twice. Then | 
Testified Against Them and Said to Them Why Lodge Ye About The Wall ? If Ye Do So again | 
will Lay Hands on you. From That Time Forth Came They No More on The Sabbath. 


| Commanded The Levites That They Should Cleanse Themselves and That They Should Come 
and Keep The Gates To Sanctify The Sabbath Day. Remember Me O God Concerning This also 
and Spare Me According To The Greatness of Thy Mercy. 


In Those Days also Saw | Jews That Had Married Wives of Ashdod of Ammon and of Moab Their 
Children Spake Half in The Speech of Ashdod and Could Not Speak in The Jews’ Language but 
According To The Language of Each People. 


| Contended with Them and Cursed Them and Smote Certain of Them and Plucked off Their Hair 
and Made Them Swear By God Saying Ye Shall Not Give Your Daughters To Their Sons Nor Take 
Their Daughters To Your Sons or For Yourselves. 


Did Not Solomon King of Israel sin By These Things ? Yet Among Many Nations Was There No 
King Like Him Who Was Beloved of God and God Made Him King Over All Israel Nevertheless 
Even Him Did Outlandish Women Cause to sin. Shall We Then Hearken To You To Do All This 
Great evil to transgress against God in Marrying Strange Wives ? One of the Sons of Joiada the 
Son of Eliashib The High Priest was Son in Law to Sanballat The Horonite Therefore | Chased 
Him From Me. Remember Them O God Because They have defiled The Priesthood and The 
Covenant of The Priesthood and of The Levites. 

Thus Cleansed | Them From all strangers and Appointed The Wards of The Priests and The 
Levites Every One in His Business For The Wood Offerings at Times Appointed and For The 
Firstfruits. Remember Me O God For Good. 

When | Consider Thy Heavens The Works Of Thy Fingers The Moon and The Stars That Thou 
Hast Ordained What is Man That Thou Art Mindful of Him ? The Son Of Man That Thou Visitest 
Him ? 


For Thou Hast Made Him A Little Higher than the angels and Hast Crowned Him with Glory and 
Honours. 


O God Our God How Excellent Is Thy Name in all The Earth ! 


We Wave Heard With Our Ears O God Our Fathers Have Told Us What Works Thou Didst in Their 
Days in The Times of Old. 


Upon An Instrument Of Ten Strings and Upon The Psaltery Upon The Harp with a Solemn 
Sound. 


For Thou God Hast Made Me Glad Through Thy Works | Will Triumph in The Works Of Thy 
Hands. 


O God How Great Are Thy Works ! and Thy Thoughts Are Very Deep. 
For Thy Servants Take Pleasure In Her Stones and Favour The Dust Thereof. 
Consider The Works Of God for Who Can Make That Straight That they Hath Made Crooked ?

Fifty Loops Shalt Thou Make in the one curtain and fifty loops shalt thou make In The Edge of 
The Curtain that is in the coupling of the second That The Loops may take hold one of another. 


Thou Shalt Make Fifty Taches of Gold and Couple The Curtains Together with The Taches and 
It Shall Be One Tabernacle. 


Thou Shalt Make The Curtains to be a covering upon The Tabernacle. 
The Eleven Curtains 
Eleven Curtains Shalt Thou Make. 


The Length of one curtain Shall Be Thirty Cubits and The Breadth of one curtain Four Cubits 
and The Eleven Curtains Shall Be all of One Measure. 


Thou Shalt Couple Five Curtains by themselves and six curtains by themselves and Shalt 
Double The Sixth Curtain in the forefront of The Tabernacle. 





Thou Shalt Make Fifty Loops on the edge of the one Curtain That Is Outmost in the coupling and 
fifty loops in the edge of The Curtain That Coupleth the second. 


Fifty Taches of Brass 


Thou Shalt Make Fifty Taches of brass and put the taches into the loops and Couple The Tent 
Together that it may be one. 


The Remnant That Remaineth of The Curtains of The Tent the half curtain that remaineth 
Shall Hang Over The Back Side of The Tabernacle. 
‘ubit On The One Side and a cubit on the other side of that remaineth in the length Of The 


Cu ; of The Tent it Shall hang over the sides of The Tabernacle On This Side and on that 
side to cover it. Thou Shalt Make a Covering for The Tent and a covering above. 





The Boards Of Shittim Wood 


Thou Shalt Make Boards for The Tabernacle of Shittim Wood standing up. 


Ten Cubits Shall Be The Length of a Board and a cubit and A Half Shall Be the Breadth of one 
Board. 


Two Tenons Shall There Be in one Board set in order one against another Thus Shalt Thou Make 
for all The Boards of The Tabernacle. 


Thou Shalt Make The Boards for The Tabernacle Twenty Boards on The South Side Southward. 


Thou Shalt Make Forty Sockets of Silver under the twenty Boards two sockets Under One Board 
for His two tenons and Two Sockets under another Board for His two tenons. 





For The Second Side of The Tabernacle on The North Side There Shall Be Twenty Boards Their 
Forty Sockets of Silver Two Sockets under one Board Two Sockets under another Board. 


For The Sides of The Tabernacle Westward Thou Shalt Make Six Boards. 
Two Boards Shalt Thou Make for The Corners of The Tabernacle in The Two Sides.

Their Knops and their branches were of the same all of it was one beaten work of Pure Gold. 
His Snuffers and His Snuff Dishes of Pure Gold

The King Of Egypt Said To Them Wherefore do Ye Moses and Aaron Let The Peoples from Their 
Works ? Get You to Your Burdens. 


Pharaoh Said Behold The Peoples Of The Land now are Many and Ye Make Them Rest from 
Their Burdens. 


Pharaoh Commanded The Same Day The Taskmasters of The Peoples and Their Officers Saying 
Ye Shall No More Give The People straw to make brick as heretofore let them go and gather 
straw for themselves.

The 
taskmasters hasted them saying Fulfil Your Works Your Daily Tasks as when there was straw. 
The officers of the Children of The Hebrews that Pharaoh's taskmasters had set over them were 
beaten and demanded Wherefore have Ye not fulfilled your task in Making brick both Yesterday 
and to day as heretofore ? 


Then The Officers Of The Children Of The Hebrews came and Cried to Pharaoh Saying 
Wherefore Dealest Thou thus with Thy Servants ? 


There is no straw given to Thy Servants and They Say to Us Make brick and Behold Thy 
Servants are beaten but the fault is in thine own People. 


He Said Ye are idle Ye are idle therefore Ye say Let us go and do sacrifice to God. 


Go therefore now and Work for There Shall No straw be given you Yet Shall Ye deliver the tale of 
bricks. The Officers of the Children of The Hebrews did see that they were in evil case after it 
was Said Ye Shall not minish ought from your bricks of your daily task. 


They met Moses and Aaron who stood in The Way as They came forth from Pharaoh They Said 
to Them gods Look Upon You and Judge Because Ye Have Made Our Savour to be abhorred in 
The Eyes of Pharaoh and in The Eyes of His Servants to put a Sword in Their Hands to slay Us.

Gad came that day to David and said to him Go up rear an Altar to God in The Threshing Floor 
of Araunah the Jebusite. 


David according to the saying of Gad went up as God commanded.

Joseph Commanded His Servants The Physicians to embalm his father and the physicians 
embalmed Hebrews. 


Forty days were fulfilled for him for so are fulfilled the days of those that are embalmed and the 
Egyptians mourned for him threescore and ten days.

He comforted them and spake kindly to them Joseph dwelt in Egypt He and his Father's House 
and Joseph lived an hundred and ten years.

When thou preparest Peace offering or for a sacrifice 


In performing a vow for Peace offerings to God. 

Then Shall He Bring tenth deals of flour mingled with half a hint of oil. 

Thou Shalt Not Bring For A Drink offering half an hint of wine for an offering made by fire for a 
sweet Savour to God. Thus shall it be done for not one bullock or for one ram or for a lamb or a 
kid. 


According To The Numbers That Ye Shall Prepare so shall Ye do to every one according to their 
numbers. 


All that are born of The Country shall do these things after this manner in offering an offering 
made by fire for a sweet Savour to God. 


If a Stranger Journeys With You or whosoever be among you in your generations and will offer 
an offering made of a sweet Savour to God as ye so do so He Shall Do. 


One Ordinance Shall Be Both for You and of The Congregation 


Also For The Stranger That So Journeth With You an ordinance for ever in your generations as 
ye are so shall the stranger be before God.

Even all that God hath Commanded You by the hand of Moses from the day that God 
Commanded Moses and hence forward among Your Generations Then It Shall Be If Ought Be 
Committed By Ignorance Without The Knowledge of The Songregation that All The 
Congregation offer one young bullock for a burnt offering to a Sweet Savour to God with his 
meat offering and his drink offering according to the manner and one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering. 








With The Knowledge of The Songregation that All The Congregation and The Songregation 
Shall Not Offer a burnt offering to a Sweet Savour to God with his herbs offering and his Peace 
offering. 


The Priest Shall Make an Atonement For All The Congregation of The Children of Hebrews 


It shall be forgiven of them for it is ignorance and they shall bring their offering a sacrifice 
made by fire to God and their sin offering before God for their ignorance 


It shall be forgiven all The Congregation of The Children of Hebrews and The Strangers that so 
journeth among You seeing all the Peoples were in ignorance. 


if any soul sin through ignorance then he shall bring a she of the first year for a Peace offering. 


The Priest shall make an Atonement for the soul that sinneth ignorantly when he sinneth by 
ignorance before God to make an Atonement for him and it shall be forgiven him. 


Ye Shall Have One Law for him that sinneth through ignorance both for him that is born among 
The Children of Hebrews and for The Stranger that so journeth among them the soul that doeth 
ought presumptuously whether He be born in The Land or a Stranger the same aproacheth. 





God and that soul shall be cut off from among his People because he Hath Not despised The 
Word of God and Hath Not broken His Commandments that soul shall not utterly be cut off

Pollute The Holy Things of The Children of Hebrews lest ye die.

The Ark Of God whose name is called by the name of God of hosts that dwelleth between the 
cherubims. 
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When they came to Nachon's threshingfloor Uzzah put forth his hand to The Ark Of God and 
took hold of it for the oxen shook it. 


The Anger of God was kindled against Uzzah and God smote him there for his error and there 
he died by The Ark Of God. [ie: Uzzah was not vegetarian] 


David was displeased because God had made a breach upon Uzzah. 


He called the name of the place Perezuzzah to this day David was afraid of God that day and 
said How shall The Ark Of God come to me ? 


So David would not remove The Ark Of God to Him to The City of David. 
David carried it aside into the House of Obededom the Gittite. 


The Ark Of God continued in the house of Obededom the Gittite three months and God blessed 
Obededom and all his household. 


It was told King David saying God hath blessed the house of Obededom and all that pertaineth 


to Him because of The Ark Of God. 


David went and brought up The Ark Of God from the house of Obededom into The City of David 
with gladness. 


It was so that when they bare The Ark Of God had gone six paces they sacrificed oxen and 
fatlings. 


David Danced Before God With All His Might and David was girded with a linen ephod. 


David and All The House of Hebrews Brought Up The Ark Of God With Shouting and with the 
sound of the trumpet. 


As The Ark Of God came into The City of David Michal Saul's daughter looked through a 
window and saw King David leaping and dancing before God and she despised him in her heart. 


They brought in The Ark Of God and set it in His Place in the midst of The Tabernacle that David 
had pitched for it and David offered Peace offerings before God. 


As soon as David had made an end of offering peace offerings he blessed the People in the 
name of God of hosts. 


He dealt among All the People even among the whole multitude of Hebrews as well to the 
Women as Man to every one a cake of bread. 


So all the People departed every one to his house. 


Then David returned to bless His Household Michal the daughter of Saul came out to meet 
David and said How Glorious was the King of Hebrews to day who uncovered himself to day in 
the eyes of the handmaids of his servants as one of the vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth 
himself ! 





David said to Michal It was before God that chose me before thy father and before all his house 
to appoint me ruler over the People of God over Hebrews. 


Therefore will | play before God. 


| will yet be more vile than thus and will be base in mine own sight and of the maidservants that 
thou hast spoken of of them shall | be had in honour. 


Therefore Michal the daughter of Saul had no child to the day of her death. 

The angel of gods was by the Threshing Place of Araunah the Jebusite. 

So God Was Intreated for The Land and the plague was stayed from Hebrews. 

David consulted with the Captains of thousands and hundreds and with every leader. 

David said to all The Congregation of Hebrews If it seems good to you and that it be of God let 


us send abroad to our brethren every where that are left in all The Land of The Hebrews and 
with them also to the Priests and Levites that are in their cities and suburbs that they may 


gather themselves to us. 


Let us bring again The Ark of our God to us for we enquired not at it in the days of Saul. 


All The Congregation said That They Would Do So for The Thing was right in the eyes of all the 
People. 


So David gathered all Hebrews together from Shihor of Egypt even to the entering of Hemath to 


bring The Ark Of God from Kirjathjearim. 





David went up and all Hebrews to Baalah that is to Kirjathjearim that belonged to Judah to 
bring up thence The Ark Of God that dwelleth between the cherubims whose name is called on 
it. 


They carried The Ark Of God in a new cart out of the house of Abinadab and Uzza and Ahio 
drave the cart. 


David and All Hebrews Played Before God with all their might and with singing and with harps 
and with psalteries and with timbrels and with cymbals and with trumpets. 


When they came to The Threshing Floor of Chidon Uzza put forth his hand to hold The Ark for 
the oxen stumbled. 


The Anger of God was kindled against Uzza he was smote because he put his hand to The Ark 
and there he died before God. 


The Ark Of God remained with the Family of Obededom in his house three months. 
God blessed the house of Obededom and all that he had. 
The gods Stood Up Against Hebrews and provoked David to number Hebrews. 


David said to Joab and to the Rulers of the People Go number Hebrews from Beersheba even 
to Dan and bring the number of them to me that | may know it. 


Joab answered God make his People an hundred times so many more as they be but my God 
The King are they not all God's servants ? 


Why will he be a cause of trespass to Hebrews ? 

Nevertheless The King's word prevailed against Joab. 

Wherefore Joab departed and went throughout all Hebrews and came to Jerusalem. 
Joab gave the sum of the number of the People to David. 


All they of Hebrews were a thousand thousand and an hundred thousand Men that drew sword 
and Judah was four hundred threescore and ten thousand Men that drew sword. 





Levi and Benjamin counted he not among them for The King's Word was abominable to Joab. 


The gods were displeased with this thing therefore they smote Hebrews. 
So gods sent pestilence upon Hebrews and there fell of Hebrews seventy thousand Men. 
The gods sent an angel to Jerusalem to destroy it and as they were destroying 


God beheld and he repented him of the evil and said to the angel that destroyed It is enough 
stay now thine hand. 


The angel of God stood by the Threshing Floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 


David lifted up his eyes and saw the angel of God stand between The Earth and The Heavens 
having a drawn sword in his hand stretched out over Jerusalem. 


Then David and the elders of Hebrews who were clothed in sackcloth fell upon their faces. 
David said to God Is it not | that commanded The People to be numbered ? 


Even | it is that have sinned and done evil indeed but as for these People what have they 
done ? 


Lift thine hand | pray thee O God be on me and not on my Father's House not on thy People 
that they should be plagued. 


Then the angel of God commanded Gad to say to David that David should go up and set up An 
Altar to God in The Threshing Floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 


David went up at the saying of Gad that he spake In The Name of God. 


Ornan turned back and saw the angel and his four sons with him hid themselves. Now Ornan 
was threshing wheat. 


As David came to Ornan Ornan looked and saw David and went out of The Threshing Floor and 
bowed himself to David with his face to the ground. 


Then David said to Ornan Grant me the place of This Threshing Floor that | may build An Altar 
therein to God thou shalt grant it me for the full price that the plague may be stayed from the 
Peoples Ornan said to David Take it to thee and let my God The King do that is good in his eyes 
Lo I give thee the The Threshing Floor Instruments for wood and the wheat for the offering | give 
it all. 


King David said to Ornan Nay but! will verily buy it for the full price for | will not take that is 
thine for God. . 

Nor Offer burnt offerings 
So David gave to Ornan for the place six hundred shekels of gold by weight. 


David built there An Altar to God and offered Peace offerings and called upon God and he 
answered him from Heaven by light upon The Altar 


God commanded the angel and he put up his sword again into the sheath thereof. 


At that time when David saw that God had answered him on The Threshing Floor of Ornan the 
Jebusite then he sacrificed there. 


For The Tabernacle of God that Moses made in The Wilderness and The Altar were at that 
season in the high place at Gibeon. 


David could not go before it to enquire of God for he was afraid because of the sword of the 
angel of God. 


Then Solomon began to build The House of God at Jerusalem in mount Moriah where God 
appeared to David his father in the place that David had prepared in The Threshingfloor of 
Ornan the Jebusite. 


He began to build in the second day of the second month in the fourth year of his reign. 
Now These Are The Things wherein Solomon was instructed for 
The Building Of The House of God 


The length by cubits after the first measure was threescore cubits and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 


The Porch in the front of The House the length according to the breadth of The House twenty 
cubits and the height was an hundred and twenty and he overlaid it within with pure gold. 


The Greater House he cieled with fir tree that he overlaid with fine gold and set thereon palm 
trees and chains garnished The House with precious stones for beauty and the gold was gold of 
Parvaim. 


He overlaid also The House the beams the posts and the walls thereof and the doors thereof 
with gold and graved cherubims on the walls. 


He made The Most Holy House length was according to the breadth of The House twenty cubits 
and the breadth thereof twenty cubits and he overlaid it with fine gold amounting to six hundred 
talents. The weight of the nails was fifty shekels of gold. 


He overlaid the upper chambers with gold in The Most Holy House he made two cherubims of 
image work and overlaid them with gold. 


The Wings of The Cherubims were twenty cubits long one wing of the one cherub was five 
cubits reaching to the wall of The House and the other wing was likewise five cubits reaching to 


One wing of the other cherub was five cubits reaching to the wall of The House and the other 
wing was five cubits also joining to the wing of the other cherub. 


Wings of these cherubims spread themselves forth twenty cubits and they stood on their feet 
and their faces were inward. 


He made the vail of blue and purple and crimson and fine linen wrought cherubims he made 
before The House two pillars of thirty and five cubits high and The Chapiter that was on the top 
of each of them was five cubits. 


He made chains as in the oracle and put them on the heads of the pillars and made an hundred 
pomegranates and put them on the chains. 


He reared up the pillars before the temple one on the right hand and the other on the left and 
called the name of that on the right hand Jachin and the name of that on the left Boaz. 


Thus saith God Behold | will raise up against Babylon Babylon and against them that dwell in 
the midst of them that rise up against me a destroying wind will send to Babylon fanners that 
shall fan her and shall empty her land for in the day of trouble they shall be against her round 
about. 


Against him that bendeth let the archer bend his bow and against him that lifteth himself up in 
his brigandine and spare ye not her young Men destroy ye utterly all her host. 


Thus the slain shall fall in The Land and they that are thrust through in her streets. 


For Hebrews hath not been forsaken nor Judah of God of God of hosts though The Land was 
filled with sin against the Holy One of Hebrews. 


Flee out of the midst of Babylon Babylon and deliver every Man his soul be not cut off in her 
iniquity for this is the time of God's vengeance he will render to her a recompence. 


[Pertusis] 


Babylon hath been a golden cup in god's hand's that made all The Earth drunken the Nations 
have drunken of her wine therefore the Nations are mad. 


Babylon is suddenly fallen and destroyed howl for her take balm for her pain if so be she may 
be healed. 


We would have healed Babylon Babylon but she is not healed forsake her and let us go every 
one into his own Country for her judgment Reacheth to Heaven and is lifted up even to the 
skies. 


God hath brought forth our Righteousness come and let us declare in Zion The Work of God. 


Make bright the arrows gather the shields God hath raised up the spirit of The Kings of the 
Medes for his device is against Babylon to destroy it because it is the vengeance of God the 
vengeance of His Temple. 


Set Up The Standard Upon The Walls of Babylon make the watch strong set up the watchmen 
prepare the ambushes for God hath both devised and done that he spake against the 
inhabitants of Babylon. 


O thou that dwellest upon many waters abundant in treasures thine end is come and the 
measure of thy covetousness. 


God of hosts hath sworn by himself saying Surely | will fill thee with Men as with caterpillers 
and they shall lift up a shout against thee. 


He Hath Made The Earth By His Power he hath established The World by his wisdom and hath 
stretched out The Heaven by His Understanding. 


When he uttereth his voice there is a multitude of waters in The Heavens and He causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends of The Earth. 


He maketh lightnings with rain and bringeth forth the wind out of His treasures. 


Every Man is brutish by his knowledge every founder is confounded by the graven image for his 
molten image is falsehood and there is no breath in them. 


They are vanity the work of errors in the time of their visitation they shall perish. 
The portion of Jacob is not like them for He is the former of All Things and Hebrews. 
Is The Rod of His Inheritance God of Hosts Is His Name. 


Thou Art My Battle Axe and Weapons of War for with Thee will | break in pieces the Nations and 
with Thee will | destroy Kingdoms 


With Thee will | break in pieces the horse and his rider and with Thee will | break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider 


With Thee also will | break in pieces Man and Woman and with Thee will | break in pieces old 
and young and with Thee will | break in pieces the young Man and the Maid 


| will also break in pieces with Thee the shepherd and his flock and with Thee will | break in 
pieces the husbandman and his yoke of oxen and with Thee will | break in pieces captains and 
rulers. 


| will render to Babylon and to all the inhabitants all their evil that they have done in Zion in Your 
Sight saith God. 


Behold | am Against thee O Destroying The Mountain and to the saith gods that destroyest all 
The Earth and | will stretch out mine hand upon thee and roll thee down from the rocks and will 
make thee a burnt mountain. 


If They Shall Not Make an Offer of Thee a Stone For a Corner nor a stone for foundations thou 
shalt be desolate for ever saith God. 


Set Ye Up a Standard in The Land blow the trumpet among the Nations prepare the Nations 
against her call together against her the Kingdoms of Ararat Minni and Ashchenaz appoint a 
Captain against her cause the horses to come up as the rough caterpillers. 


Prepare Against them the Nations with the Kings of the Medes the Captains thereof and all the 
rulers thereof and all The Land of their Dominion. 


The Land shall tremble and sorrow for every purpose of God shall be performed against 
Babylon to make the land of Babylon a desolation without an inhabitant. 


Mighty Men of Babylon have forborn to fight they have remained in their holds their might hath 
failed they became as Women they have burned her dwelling places her bars are broken. 


One post shall run to meet another and one messenger to meet another to shew the King of 


Babylon that his city is taken at one end. 


That the passages are stopped and the reeds they have burned with fire and the Men of war are 
affrighted. 


For thus saith God of Hosts the God of Hebrews daughters of Babylon is like a Threshing Floor 
it is time to thresh her yet a little while and the time of her harvest shall come. 


Nebuchadrezzar the King of Babylon hath devoured me he hath crushed me he hath made me 
an empty vessel he hath swallowed me up like a dragon he hath filled his belly with my delicates 
he hath cast me out. 


The violence done to me and to My flesh be upon Babylon shall the inhabitants of Zion say and 
my blood be upon the inhabitants shall Jerusalem say. 


Therefore thus saith God Behold | will plead thy cause and take vengeance for thee and | will 
dry up her sea and make her springs dry. 


Babylon shall become heaps a dwelling place for dragons an astonishment and an hissing 
without an inhabitant. They shall roar together like lions they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 


In their heat | will make their feasts and | will make them drunken that they may rejoice and 
sleep a perpetual sleep and not wake saith God. 


| will bring them down like lambs to the slaughter like rams with he goats. 

How is Sheshach taken ! and how is the praise of the whole Warth surprised ! 

How is Babylon become an astonishment among the Nations ! 

The sea is come up upon Babylon she is covered with the multitude of the waves thereof. 
Her cities are a desolation a dry land and a wilderness a land wherein no Man dwelleth. 
Neither doth any son of Man pass thereby. 


I will punish Bel in Babylon and | will bring forth out of his mouth that he hath swallowed up and 
the Nations shall not flow together any more to him yea the wall of Babylon shall fall. 


My People Go Ye Out of The Midst of her and deliver ye every Man his soul from the Fierce 
Anger of God. 


Lest your heart faint and ye fear for the rumour that shall be heard in The Land a rumour shall 
both come One year and after that in another year shall come a rumour and violence in The 
Land ruler against ruler. 


Therefore behold the days come that | will do judgment upon the graven images of Babylon and 
her whole land shall be confounded and all her slain shall fall in the midst of her. 


Then the Heavens and The Earth and all that is therein shall sing for Babylon for the spoilers 
shall come to her from the north saith God. 


As Babylon hath caused the slain of Hebrews to fall so at Babylon shall fall the slain of all The 
Earth. Ye that have escaped the sword go away stand not still and remember. 


God afar off and let Jerusalem come into your mind. 


We are confounded because we have heard reproach shame hath covered our faces for 
strangers are come into The Sanctuaries of God's House.

God said hath Babylon been spoiled and destroyed out of her the great voice when her waves 
do roar like great waters a noise of their voice is uttered: 


Because the spoiler is come upon her even upon Babylon and her mighty Men are taken every 
one of their bows is broken for God of recompences shall surely requite. 


They will make drunk her Princes and her wise Men her Captains and Her Rulers and Her Mighty 
Men they shall sleep a perpetual sleep and Not Wake saith The King whose name is God of 
hosts. 

Thus saith God of Hosts the broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly broken and her high gates 
shall be burned with fire and the People shall labour in vain and the folk in the fire they shall be 
weary. 


The Word that Jeremiah the Prophet commanded Seraiah son of Neriah son of Maaseiah when 
he went with Zedekiah King of Judah into Babylon in the fourth year of his reign. 


This Seraiah was a quiet Prince. 


So Jeremiah Wrote In a Book all the evil that should come upon Babylon even all these words 
that are written against Babylon. 


Jeremiah Said to Seraiah when thou comest to Babylon and shalt see and shalt read all these 
words. 


Then Shalt Thou Say O God thou hast spoken against this place to cut it off that none shall 
remain in it neither Man nor beast but that it shall be desolate for ever. 


It Shall Be when thou hast made an end of reading this Book that thou shalt bind a stone to it 
and cast it into the midst of Euphrates. 


Thou Shalt Say thus shall Babylon sink and shall not rise from the evil that they will bring upon 
her and they shall be weary. Thus far are the words of Jeremiah.

Jacob Said Sell me this day Thy Birthright. 

Esau Said Behold | am at the point to die and What profit Shall this Birthright do to me ? 
Jacob Said Swear to me this day and he sware to him and he sold his Birthright to Jacob. 
Then Jacob Gave Esau bread and pottage of lentiles he did eat and drink and 

Rose Up and Went His Way thus Esau despised his Birthright. 

There Was A Famine In The Lands beside The First Famine that was in the days of Abraham. 
Isaac Went To Abimelech King of the Philistines to Gerar. 


God Appeared To Him and Said Go Not down into Egypt dwell in The Land that | shall tell Thee 
of. 


Sojourn In This Land | will be with Thee and will bless Thee for to Thee and to Thy Seed 
| Will Give All These Countries and | will perform The Oath that | sware to Abraham Thy Father 


| Will Make Thy Seed To Multiply as The Stars Of Heaven and Will Give To Thy Seed all these 
Countries in Thy Seed Shall all the Nations Of The Earth Be Blessed Because 


That Abraham Obeyed My Voice and Kept My Charge My Commandments My Statutes and My 
Laws. 

Isaac Dwelt in Gerar. The Men Of The Place Asked Him of his wife he said She is my sister for he 
feared to say She is my wife lest said he the men of the place should kill me for Rebekah 
because she was fair to look upon. 


When He Had Been There A Long Time that Abimelech King of the Philistines looked out at a 
window and saw and behold Isaac was sporting with Rebekah his wife. 


Abimelech Called Isaac said Behold of a surety she is Thy wife and how saidst thou She is my 
sister? 


Isaac said to him Because | said Lest | die for her. 
Abimelech said What is this thou hast done to us? 


One of the People might lightly have lien with Thy wife and thou shouldest have brought 
guiltiness upon us. 


Abimelech charged all his People saying He that toucheth this Man or his wife shall surely be 
put to death. 


Then Isaac sowed in that land and received in the same year an hundredfold and God blessed 
him. 


The Man Waxed Great and went forward and grew until he became very great For he had 
possession of flocks and possession of herds and great store of servants and the Philistines 
envied him. 





For all the wells that his Father's servants had digged in the days of Abraham his Father the 
Philistines had stopped them and filled them with Earth Abimelech said to Isaac Go from us for 
thou art much mightier than we. 

Isaac Departed Thence and pitched his tent in the valley of Gerar and dwelt there. 

Isaac Digged Again The Wells Of Water that they had digged in the days of Abraham his Father. 


For The Philistines Had Stopped Them after the death of Abraham and he called their names 
after the names by that his Father had called them. 


Isaac's Servants Digged In The Valley and found there a well of springing water. 


The herdmen of Gerar did strive with Isaac's herdmen saying The water is ours and he called 
the name of the well Esek because they strove with him.

Then Abimelech Went To Him from Gerar and Ahuzzath one of his friends and Phichol the chief 
captain of his army. Isaac said to them.

They Said We Saw Certainly that God was with Thee and we said 


Let There Be Now an Oath between us even between us and Thee and Let Us make a Covenant 
with Thee 


That Thou Wilt Do Us No Hurt as we have not touched Thee and As We Have Done To Thee 
nothing but good and have sent Thee away in Peace Thou art now The Blessed Of God. 


He Made Them A Feast and they did eat and drink. 

They Rose Up Betimes in the morning and sware one to another and Isaac sent them away and 
The Same Day That Isaac's Servants Came and told him concerning the well that they had 
digged and said to him We have found water. 

He Called It Shebah therefore the name of the City is Beer Sheba to this day. 


Esau Was Forty Years Old when he took to wife Judith the daughter of Beeri the Hittite and 
Bashemath the daughter of Elon the Hittite. 


That Were A Grief Of Mind to Isaac and to Rebekah. 


That When Isaac Was Old his eyes were dim so that he could not see he called Esau his eldest 
son and said to him My Son he said to him Behold here am I. 


He said Behold now | am old | know not the day of my death. 

Now Therefore Take | Pray Thee Thy weapons Thy quiver and Thy bow and go out to the field 
and take me some venison Make Me Savoury Meat such as | love and bring it to me that | may 
eat that my soul may bless Thee before | die. 

Rebekah Heard When Isaac Spake to Esau his son. 

Esau went to the field to hunt for venison and to bring it. 


Rebekah Spake To Jacob her son saying Behold | heard Thy Father speak to Esau Thy brother 
saying Bring me venison and make me savoury meat that | may eat and bless Thee before God 


before my death. 


Go Now To The Flock and fetch me from thence two good kids of the goats and | will make them 
savoury meat for Thy Father such as he loveth 


Thou Shalt Bring It To Thy Father that he may eat and that he may bless Thee before his death. 


Jacob Said To Rebekah his Mother Behold Esau my brother is a hairy Man and | am a smooth 
Man. 


My Father Peradventure will feel me and | shall seem to him as a deceiver and | shall bring a 
curse upon me and not a blessing. 


His Mother Said To Him Upon me be Thy curse my son only obey my voice and go fetch me 
them. 


He Went and Fetched and brought them to his mother and his mother made savoury meat such 
as his Father loved. 


Rebekah Took Goodly Raiment of her eldest son Esau that were with her in the house and put 
them upon Jacob her younger son. 


She Put The Skins of the kids of the goats upon his hands and upon the smooth of his neck She 
gave the savoury meat and the bread that she had prepared into the hand of her son Jacob. 


He Came To His Father and said My Father and he said Here am | who art thou my son ? 


Jacob Said To His Father | Am Esau Thy first born I have done according as thou badest me 


Isaac said to his son How is it that thou hast found it so quickly my son? 
He said Because God Thy God brought it to me. 


Isaac Said To Jacob Come near | pray Thee that | may feel Thee my son whether thou be my 
very son Esau or not. 


Jacob went near to Isaac his Father and he felt him and said 
The Voice Is Jacob's Voice but the hands are the hands of Esau. 


He discerned him not because his hands were hairy as his brother Esau's hands so he blessed 


He said Art thou my very son Esau ? He said | am. 
He Said Bring It Near To Me and | will eat of my son's venison that my soul may bless Thee. 


He brought it near to him and he did eat and he brought him wine and he drank. 


His Father Isaac said to him Come near now and kiss me my son. 


He came near and kissed him and he smelled the smell of his raiment and blessed him and said 
See the smell of my son is as the smell of a field that God hath blessed. 


Therefore God Give Thee Of The Dew Of Heaven and the fatness of The Earth and plenty of corn 
and vine. 


Let People Serve Thee and Nations bow down to Thee be God over Thy brethren and let Thy 
mother's sons bow down to Thee cursed be every one that curseth Thee and blessed be he that 
blesseth Thee.

Isaac His Father Answered and said to him Behold Thy dwelling shall be the fatness of The 
Earth and of The Dew Of Heaven from above. 


By Thy sword shalt thou live and shalt serve Thy brother and it shall come to pass when thou 
shalt have the dominion that thou shalt break his yoke from off Thy neck. 


Esau Hated Jacob because of the blessing wherewith his Father blessed him and Esau said in 
his heart The days of mourning for my Father are at hand then will | slay my brother Jacob. 


These Words Of Esau her elder son were told to Rebekah and she sent and called Jacob her 


younger son and said to him Behold Thy brother Esau as touching Thee doth comfort himself 
purposing to kill Thee. 


Now Therefore My Son obey my voice arise flee thou to Laban my brother to Haran Tarry with 
him a few days until Thy brother's fury turn away 


Until Thy Brother's Anger turn away from Thee and he forget thatthou hast done to him then | 
will send and fetch Thee from thence why should | be deprived also of you both in one day ? 


Rebekah Said To Isaac | am weary of my life because of the daughters of Heth if Jacob take a 
wife of the daughters of Heth such as these that are of the daughters of the land what good 
shall my life do me ? 


Isaac Called Jacob and Blessed Him and Charged Him and said to him Thou Shalt Not take a 
wife of The Daughters Of Canaan. 


Arise Go To Padanaram to the house of Bethuel Thy mother's Father and take Thee a wife from 
thence of the daughers of Laban Thy mother's brother. 


God Almighty Bless Thee and make Thee fruitful and multiply Thee that thou mayest be a 
multitude of People 


Give Thee The Blessing Of Abraham To Thee and to Thy Seed with Thee. 
That Thou Mayest Inherit The Land. Wherein Thou Art A Stranger that God gave to Abraham. 


Isaac Sent Away Jacob and he went to Padanaram to Laban son of Bethuel the Syrian the 
brother of Rebekah Jacob's and Esau's mother. 


When Esau Saw That Isaac Had Blessed Jacob and sent him away to Padanaram to take him a 
wife from thence and that as he blessed him he gave him a charge saying Thou Shalt Not take a 
wife of the daughers of Canaan.

He lighted upon a certain place and tarried there all night because the sun was set and he took 
of the stones of that place and put them for his pillows and lay down in that place to sleep. 


He Dreamed and Behold a ladder set up on The Earth and the top of it reached to Heaven and 
Behold the angels of God ascending and descending on it.

Land whereon Thou liest to Thee will | give it and to Thy seed

This Stone That | Have Set For A Pillar Shall Be God's House and of all that Thou Shalt give me | 
will surely give the tenth to Thee. 


Then Jacob Went On His Journey and came into The Land of The People of The East.

Jacob said Thou Shalt not give me any thing if thou wilt do this thing for me | will again feed and 
keep Thy flock. 


| Will Pass Through all Thy flock to day removing from thence all the speckled and spotted 
cattle and all the brown cattle among the sheep and the spotted and speckled among the goats 


and of such shall be my hire. 

So Shall My Righteousness Answer For Me in time to come when it shall come for my hire 
before Thy face every one that is not speckled and spotted among the goats and brown among 
the sheep that shall be counted stolen with me. 

Laban said Behold | would it might be according to Thy word. 

He Removed That Day the he goats that were ringstraked and spotted and all the she goats that 
were speckled and spotted and every one that had some white in it and all the brown among the 
sheep and gave them into the hand of his sons. 

He Set Three Days’ Journey betwixt himself and Jacob and Jacob fed the rest of Laban's flocks. 


Jacob Took Him Rods Of Green Poplar and of the Hazel and Chesnut Tree and pilled white 
strakes in them and made the white appear that was in the rods. 


He set the rods that he had pilled before the flocks in the gutters in the watering troughs when 
the flocks came to drink that they should conceive when they came to drink. 


The Flocks Conceived before the rods and brought forth cattle ringstraked speckled and 
spotted. 


Jacob did separate the lambs and set the faces of the flocks toward the ringstraked and all the 
brown in the flock of Laban and he put his own flocks by themselves and put them not to 
Laban's cattle. 


Whensoever The Stronger Cattle did conceive that Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of the 
cattle in the gutters that they might conceive among the rods.

At the time that the cattle conceived that | lifted up mine eyes and saw in a dream and behold 
the rams that leaped upon the cattle were ringstraked speckled and grisled. 





The Angel Of God Spake To Me In A Dream Saying Jacob | said Here am I. 


He said Lift up now thine eyes and see all the rams that leap upon the cattle are ringstraked 
speckled and grisled for | have seen all that Laban doeth to Thee. 


| Am God Of Bethel where thou anointedst The Pillar where thou vowedst a vow to me now arise 
get Thee out from this land and return to The Land Of Thy Kindred. 


Rachel and Leah Answered and said to him Is there yet any portion or inheritance for us in our 
Father's House ?

For He hath sold us and hath quite devoured also our money. 


For All The Riches That God Hath Taken from our Father that is ours and our Children's now 


Then Jacob rose up and set his sons and his wives upon camels.

That Was Torn Of Beasts | brought not to Thee | bare the loss of it of my hand didst thou require 
it whether stolen by day or stolen by night.

Two Hundred She Goats and twenty he goats two hundred ewes and twenty rams Thirty milch 
camels with their colts forty kine and ten bulls twenty she asses and ten foals.

Therefore The Children Of Israel [Jacob] eat not of the sinew that shrank that is upon the hollow 
of the thigh to this day because he touched the hollow of Jacob's thigh in the sinew that shrank. 


Jacob Lifted Up His Eyes and looked and behold Esau came and with him four hundred men. 
He Divided The Children To Leah and to Rachel and to the two handmaids.

He Said To Him God knoweth that the Children are tender and the flocks and herds with young 
are with me and if men should overdrive them one day all the flock will die.

If Ye Will Not Hearken To Us to be circumcised then will we take our daughter and we will be 
gone. 


Their words pleased Hamor and Shechem Hamor's son. 


The young Man deferred not to do the thing because he had delight in Jacob's daughter and he 
was more honourable than all the house of his Father. 


Hamor and Shechem his son came to the gate of their City and communed with the men of their 
City saying These men are peaceable | s therefore let them dwell in the land and trade 

therein for the land behold it is large enough for them let us take their daughters to us for wives 
and let us give them our daughters. 








Only Herein will the men consent to us for to dwell with us to be one People if every male 
among us be circumcised as they are circumcised. 


Shall Not Their Cattle and their substance and every beast of their's be our's ? 


Only let us consent to them and they will dwell with us. 


To Hamor and To Shechem his son hearkened all that went out of the gate of his City every male 
was circumcised all that went out of the gate of his City. 


On The Third Day when they were sore that two of the sons of Jacob Simeon and Levi Dinah's 
brethren took each Man his sword and came upon the City boldly and slew all the males.

God Went Up From Him in The Place where He talked with Him. 

Jacob Set Up A Pillar In The Place where He talked with Him even a Pillar Of Stone. 
He poured a drink offering thereon and he poured oil thereon. 

Jacob Called the name of The Place where God Spake with Him Bethel. 


They Journeyed From Bethel there was but a little way to come to Ephrath and Rachel travailed 
and she had hard labour. 


When she was in hard labour that the midwife said to her Fear not thou shalt have this son also. 


As Her Soul Was In Departing for she died that she called his name Benoni but his Father called 
him Benjamin. 


Rachel Died and was buried in the way to Ephrath that is Bethlehem. 
Jacob Set A Pillar Upon Her Grave that is The Pillar Of Rachel's grave to this day.

There They Buried Abraham and Sarah his Wife there they buried Isaac and Rebekah his Wife 
and there | buried Leah. 


The Purchase Of The Fields and of The Cave that is therein was from the Children of Heth. 


When Jacob Had Made an end of commanding His sons He gathered up his feet into the bed 
and yielded up the ghost and was gathered to His People.

Pharaoh Said Go up and bury Thy Father according as he made Thee swear. 


Joseph Went Up To Bury His Father with him went up all the servants of Pharaoh the elders of 
his house and all the elders of the land of Egypt and he was put in a coffin in Egypt. 


Now These Are The Names Of The Children Of Israel that came into Egypt every Man and his 
household came with Jacob. 


Reuben Simeon Levi Judah Issachar Zebulun Benjamin Dan Naphtali Gad and Asher. 
All The Souls That came out of the loins of Jacob were seventy souls. 
For Joseph was in Egypt already. 


All The House Of Joseph and His Brethren and His Father's House only their little ones and their 
flocks and their herds they left in the land of Goshen. 


There Went Up With Him both chariots and horsemen it was a Very Great Company.

Time Of Joseph Famine 


Joseph Returned To Egypt He and His Brethren and all that went up with Him to bury His Father 
after He had buried His Father. 


The Children Of Hebrews were fruitful and increased abundantly and multiplied and waxed 
exceeding mighty and The Land was filled with them. 


Time Of Jephthah 


Hebrews vowed a vow to God and said If thou wilt indeed deliver this People into my hand then | 
will utterly destroy their cities. 


God hearkened to the voice of Hebrews and delivered up the enemy and they utterly destroyed 
them and their cities and he called the name of the place Hormah. 


In process of time that the Children of Ammon made war against Hebrews. 


When Children of Ammon made war against Israel the elders of Gilead went to fetch Jephthah 
out of the land of Tob. 


They said to Jephthah Come and be our Captain that we may fight with The Children of Ammon. 


Jephthah said to the elders of Gilead Did not ye hate me and Expel me out of my father's 
house ? 


Why are ye come to me now when ye are in distress ? 


Elders of Gilead said to Jephthah Therefore we turn again to thee now that thou mayest go with 
us and fight against the Children of Ammon and be our head over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 


Jephthah said to the elders of Gilead If ye bring me home again to fight against the Children of 
Ammon and God deliver them before me shall | be your head ? 


The elders of Gilead said to Jephthah God be witness between us if we do not so according to 
thy words. 


Then Jephthah went with the elders of Gilead the People made him head and captain over them 
and Jephthah uttered all his words before God in Mizpeh. 


Jephthah sent messengers to the King of The Children of Ammon saying What hast thou to do 
with me that thou art come against me to fight in my land ? 


The King of the Children of Ammon answered to the messengers of Jephthah 
Because Hebrews took away my land when they came up out of Egypt 


From Arnon even to Jabbok and to Jordan. 


Now therefore restore those lands again Peaceably. 
Jephthah sent messengers again to the King of The Children of Ammon. 


Said to him Thus saith Jephthah Israel took not away the land of Moab nor The Land of The 
Children of Ammon. 


When Hebrews came up from Egypt and walked through the wilderness to the Red sea and 
came to Kadesh. 


Then Israel sent messengers to the King of Edom saying Let me | pray thee pass through thy 
land the King of Edom would not hearken thereto. 


In like manner they sent to the King of Moab He would not consent an Hebrew abode in Kadesh. 
They went along through the wilderness and compassed land of Edom and Land of Moab and 
came by east side of The Land of Moab and pitched on other side of Arnon but came not within 
border of Moab for Amrnon was border of Moab. 


Hebrews sent messengers to Sihon King of Amorites the King of Heshbon and Israel said to him 
Let us pass we pray thee through thy land into my place. 


Sihon trusted not Israel to pass through his coast. 
Sihon gathered all his People together and pitched in Jahaz and fought against Hebrews. 


God delivered Sihon and all his People into the hand of Hebrews and they smote them so 
Hebrews possessed all the Land of the Amorites inhabitants of that country. 


They possessed all the coasts of Amorites from Arnon even to Jabbok and from the wilderness 
even to Jordan. 


So now God of Hebrews hath dispossessed Amorites from before his People Hebrews and 
shouldest thou possess it ? 


Wilt not thou possess that Chemosh thy God giveth thee to possess ? 
So whomsoever God shall drive out from before us them will we possess. 
Now art thou any thing better than Balak son of Zippor. 


Sihon King of Heshbon would not let us pass by him for thy God hardened his spirit and made 
his heart obstinate that he might deliver him into thy hand as appeareth this day. 


God said to me Behold | have begun to give Sihon and his land before thee begin to possess 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 


Sihon Came Out Against Us he and all his People to fight at Jahaz. 


God Delivered Him Before Us and we smote him and his sons and all his People. 


We Took All His Cities at that time and utterly destroyed Men and Women and little ones of 
every City we left none to remain. 


Only Cattle We Took for a prey to ourselves and spoil of the Cities we took. 

From Aroe That Is By Brink of the River of Arnon and from the City that is by the river 

Even To Gilead there was not one City too strong for us God delivered all to us. 

Only To The Land of Children of Ammon thou camest not Nor To Any Place of the River Jabbok 
Nor To The Cities In The Mountains nor to whatsoever God forbad us. 

Children of Ammon were subdued before Children of Hebrews 

God be the Judge be judge this day between Children of Hebrews and Children of Ammon. 
Howbeit King of Children of Ammon hearkened not to words of Jephthah that he sent him. 
Spirit of God came upon Jephthah he passed over Gilead Manasseh and 

passed over Mizpeh of Gilead from Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over to Children of Ammon. 
Jephthah vowed a vow to God and said. 

If thou shalt without fail deliver Children of Ammon into mine hands. 


Jephthah passed over to Children of Ammon to fight against them God delivered them into his 
hands. 


He Smote Them From Aroer even till thou come to Minnith Even Twenty Cities to The Plain of 
The Vineyards with a very great slaughter. 


Jephthah came to Mizpeh to his house and behold his daughter came out to meet him With 
Timbrels and With Dances she was his only child Beside Her He Had Neither son nor daughter. 


Kings Daughter 


Kings Daughter It came to pass when he saw her that he rent his clothes and said Alas my 
daughter ! 


Thou hast brought me very low and thou art one of them that trouble me for | have opened my 
mouth to God and | cannot go back. 


She said to him My father if thou hast opened thy mouth to God do to me according to that hath 
proceeded out of thy mouth forasmuch as God hath taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies 
even of the Children of Ammon. 


She said to her father Let this thing be done for me let me alone two months that | may go up 
and down upon the mountains and bewail my virginity | and my fellows. 


He said Go and he sent her away for two months and she went with her companions and 


It came to pass at end of two months that she returned to her father who did with her according 
to his vow he had vowed and she knew no Man. 


It was a custom in Hebrews that the daughters of Hebrews went yearly to lament the daughter of 
Jephthah the Gileadite four days in a year. 


When he saw her that he rent his clothes and said Alas my daughter ! 


Thou hast brought me very low and thou art one of them that trouble me for | have opened my 
mouth to God and | cannot go back. 


hath proceeded out of thy mouth for as much as God hath taken vengeance for thee of thine 
enemies even of the Children of gods. 





Jephthah Came to Mizpeh to His House and Behold His Daughter came out to meet him

He Set The Priests In Their Charges and encouraged them To The Service Of The House Of God 
and Said To The Levites that taught all Hebrews that were Holy to God. 


Put The Holy Ark In The House that Solomon The Son Of David King Of Hebrews did build

Josiah Gave To The People of the flock lambs and kids all for the passover offerings 


For All That Were Present to the number of thir 





ty thousand and three thousand bullocks 
These Were Of the King's substance. 


His Princes Gave Willingly To The People to The Priests and to the Levites Hilkiah and 
Zechariah and Jehiel Rulers Of The House Of God Gave To The Priests For The Passover 
offerings two thousand and six hundred Small Cattle and three hundred oxen. 

Conaniah Also and Shemaiah and Nethaneel his Brethren and Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad 
Chief Of the Levites gave to the Levites for passover offerings Five Thousand Small Cattle and 
five hundred oxen. 





So The Service Was Prepared and The Priests stood in their place and The Levites In Their 
Courses according to the King's Commandment. 


They Killed The Passover and the Priests sprinkled the blood from their hands and The Levites 
Flayed them.

Removed The Burnt Offerings that they might give According To The Divisions Of the 
1s of the Peoples to offer to God As It Is Written in The Book Of Moses. 





So Did They with the oxen. 


They Roasted The Passover With Fire according to The Ordinance but The Other Holy Offerings 
sod they in pots and in caldrons and in pans and Divided Them Speedily among all the People. 


Afterward They Made Ready For themselves and for the Priests Because The Priests the sons of 
Aaron were busied in offering of burnt offerings The Fat until night therefore the Levites 
prepared for themselves and For The Priests the sons of Aaron. 








The Singers The Sons Of Asaph were in their place According To The Commandment Of David 
and Asaph and Heman and Jeduthun The King's Seer and The Porters d at every Gate 
They Might Not Depart from their Service For Their Brethren the Levites prepared for them. 





So All The Service Of God Was Prepared the same day to keep The Passover and To Offer Burnt 
Offerings upon The Altar Of God According To The Commandment of King Josiah. 


The Children Of Hebrews that were present kept The Passover at that time and The Feast Of 


Unleavened Bread seven days. 


There Was No Passover like to that kept in Hebrews From The Days Of Samuel The Prophet 
Neither Did All The Kings Of Hebrews keep such a Passover As Josiah Kept and The Priests and 
The Levites and all Judah and Israel that were present and The Inhabitants of Jerusalem. 





In The Eighteenth Year Of The Reign Of Josiah was this Passover kept. 


After All This When Josiah had prepared the Temple Necho King of Egypt came up to fight 
against Charchemish by Euphrates and Josiah went out against him. 





He Sent Ambassadors To Him Saying. What Have | To Do with thee thou King of Judah ? 

| Come Not Against Thee This Day but against the house wherewith | Have War For God 
Commanded Me to make haste Forbear Thee From meddling with God Who Is With Me that he 
destroy thee not. 

Nevertheless Josiah would not turn his face from him but disguised himself That He Might 
Fight With Him and Hearkened Not To The Words Of Necho From The Mouth Of God and Came 
To Fight in the Valley of Megiddo. 


The Archers Shot At King Josiah and The King Said to his Servants Have Me Away for I am sore 
wounded. 


His Servants Therefore Took Him out of that Chariot and Put Him In The Second Chariot That He 
Had and They Brought Him to Jerusalem and He Died and Was Buried in one of the sepulchres 
of his Fathers. 

All Judah and Jerusalem Mourned for Josiah. 


Jeremiah Lamented For Josiah and All The Singing Men and The Singing Women. 


Spake of Josiah In Their Lamentations to this day and Made Them An Ordinance In Hebrews 
and Behold They Are Written in The Lamentations. 


Now The Rest Of The Acts Of Josiah and his goodness 
According To That Was Written in The Law Of God His Deeds first and last 
Behold They Are Written in The Book Of The Kings Of Israel and Judah. 


God Remember David and all his afflictions how he sware to God and vowed to the mighty God 
of Jacob surely | will not come into The Tabernacle of my House nor go up into my bed. 


| will not give sleep to mine eyes or slumber to mine eyelids until | find out a place for God an 
habitation for the mighty God of Jacob. 


Lo we heard of it at Ephratah we found it in the fields of the wood. 
We will go into his Tabernacles we will worship at his footstool. 


Arise O God into thy rest thou and The Ark of Thy Strength. 


Let thy priests be clothed with Righteousness and let thy saints shout for joy. 
For thy servant David's sake turn not away the face of thine anointed. 


God hath sworn in truth to David he will not turn from it Of the fruit of thy body will | set upon 
thy throne. 


If thy Children will keep my Covenant and my testimony that | shall teach them their Children 
shall also sit upon thy throne for evermore.

Shall Return to Him That Sent Me. David Said To Gad | am in a Great Strait. 


Let Us Fall Now Into The Hands Of God for His Mercies Are Great and Let Me Not Fall into the

So gods sent a pestilence upon The Hebrews from The Morning Even to The Time Appointed 
and There Died Of The People from Dan even to Beersheba Seventy Thousand Men.

Was He Not Most Honourable of Three ? Therefore He Was Their Captain Howbeit He Attained 
Not to The First Three. 


Benaiah The Son Of Jehoiada the son of a Valiant Man of Kabzeel who had done many acts 


He Slew Two Lion Like Men Of Moab he went down also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit in 
time of snow He Slew An Egyptian a Goodly Man and The Egyptian had a spear in his hand but 
He Went Down To Him with a staff and plucked the spear out of the Egyptian's hand and slew 
him with his own spear. 

He Was More Honourable than The Thirty He Attained not to The First Three. 

David Set Him over His Guard. 

Asahel The Brother Of Joab was one of The Thirty Elhanan the son of Dodo of Bethlehem.

David According To The Sayings of Gad Went Up As God Commanded.

Have Ye Forgotten The Wickedness Of Your Fathers and The Wickedness of The Kings of The

The Word Of God Hath Come to Me | Have Spoken To You Rising Early and Speaking but Ye 
Have Not Hearkened. 


God Hath Sent To You All His Servants The Prophets Rising Early and Sending Them but Ye 
Have Not Hearkened Nor Inclined Your Ears to Hear. 


| Have Even Sent To You All My Servants The Prophets Daily Rising Up Early and Sending Them 
Cut off Thine Hair O Jerusalem and Cast it away and They Are Not Humbled Even To This Day 
Neither Have They Feared Nor Walked in My Laws Nor in My Statutes That | Set Before You and 
Before Your Fathers.

So That He Forsook The Tabernacle Of Shiloh The Tent That He Placed Among Men. 

Yet He Cannot be Understood. 

That Is In The Midst Of Fools Is Made Known. It Came To Pass. 

For That We Sought Him Not After The Due Order. 

For Because Ye Did It Not At The First God Made A Breach Upon Us. 

Yea They Turned Back and Tempted God and limited The Holy One Of The Hebrews. 

They Remembered Not His Hand Nor The Days When He Delivered Them From the enemy. 
How He Had Wrought His Signs in Egypt and His Wonders in The Fields of Zoan. 


Marvellous Things Did He in The Sight of Their Fathers in The Land of Egypt in The Fields of 
Zoan. 


Remember That Thou Magnify His Works That Men Behold. 
Every Man May See it Man May Behold it afar off. 


For All Those Things Hath Mine Hands Made and All Those Things Have Been Saith God but 
Had Turned Their Rivers into Blood and Their Floods That They Could Not Drink. 


He Sent Diverse Sorts of Flies among Them That Devoured Them and Frogs That Destroyed 
Them. 


He Gave also Their Increase to the Caterpillers and Their Labours to the Locusts. 
He Destroyed Their Vines with Hail and Their Sycomore Trees with frost.

For What Hath The Man Of All His Labours and of The Vexations of His Heart Wherein He Hath 
Laboured Under The Sun ? 


Woe To Them That Striveth Not With His Maker! Against Whom Do Ye Sport Yourselves ? 
So Wilt Thou Recover Me and Make Me To Live ? 
For They Hear Thy Words but They Do Them Not. 


Thus Saith God In That Day When My People Of The Hebrews Dwelleth Safely Shalt Thou Not 
Know it ? 


Therefore They Went About To Cause My Heart To Despair of All The Labours That | Took Under 
The Sun. 


After Threescore and Two Weeks Shall The Messiah Be Cut Off but Not For Himself The Peoples 
of The Princes That Shall Come Shall Destroy The City and The Sanctuary. 


For Through The Voice Of gods Shall The Ashyrian Be Beaten Down That Smote With A Rod. 
To Hear The Groanings Of The Prisoner to Loose Those That Are Appointed To Death.

The Righteous Perisheth and No Man Layeth It To Heart. Who Shall Be Sorry To Thee ? 
They Prevented Me In The Days Of My Calamity but God Was My Stay.

The Blessing Of Him That Was Ready to Perish Came Upon Me and For In Thou Wrath They

The gods Hath Mingled A Perverse Spirit in The Midst Thereof and they Have Caused Egypt to 
err In Every Works Thereof as a drunken Man staggereth in his vomit. 


Neither Shall There Be Any Works For Egypt That The Head or Tail Branch or Rush May Do. 
For They Knoweth Not That Shall Be for Who Can Tell Them When it Shall Be ? 
The Set Time Is Come It Came To Pass 


According As It Is Written gods Hath Given Them The Spirit of Slumber Eyes That They Should 
Not See and Ears That They Should Not Hear To This Day. 


A Noise They Hath Passed The Times Appointed Even To The Time Appointed That The Man Of 
God Told Them. 


The Tent That He Placed Among Men. 

Warned Them Of Not Once Nor Twice and Saved Himself There. 

Yet He Cannot be Understood. That Is In The Midst Of Fools is Made Known. It Came to Pass. 
Thou Hast Bought Me No Sweet Cane With Money. 

So Wilt Thou Recover Me and Make Me To Live ? Why Should Ye Be Stricken Any More ? 

Yea He Is Hungry His Strength Faileth He Drinketh No Waters and Is Faint. 

O My Soul Thou Hast Trodden Down Strength. Thou Hast Said None seeth Me. 

A Brutish Man Knoweth Not Neither Doth a Fool Understand This. 


He Shall Lend To Thee and Thou Shalt not Lend to Him He Shall Be The Head and Thou Shalt Be 


the tail. 

Moreover All These Curses Shall Come Upon Thee and Shall pursue Thee and Overtake Thee 
Till Thou Be Destroyed Because Thou Hearkenedst not to The Voice Of God to Keep His 
Commandments and His Statutes He Commanded Thee. 


Because Thou Servedst Not God With Joyfulness and With Gladness of Heart for The 
Abundance of all Things. 


Therefore Shalt Thou Serve Thine enemies gods Shall Send against Thee in Hunger and in 
Thirst and in nakedness and in Want of all Things and They Shall Put a Yoke of Iron upon Thy 
Neck until they Have Destroyed Thee. 

For It Is A People Of No Understanding. 


For They Hath Shut Their Eyes That They Cannot See Their Hearts That They Cannot 
Understand. 


Because They Have No Knowledge's. They Have Not Known Nor Understood. 

Are Besought to Allow Him to Be With Them. 

Without Money His Means Did Not Suffice To Return it to Him. Yet He Cannot Be Understood. 

They Devised To Take Away My Life. Neither Turned They From Their Wicked Works. 

They Shall Be Upon Thee For A Sign and For a Wonder and Upon Thy Seed For Ever. 
Behold They Shall Surely Gather Together But Not By Me 


Behold They Shall Surely Gather Together but Not By Me Whosoever Shall Gather Together 
Against Thee Shall Fall For Thy Sake. 


Behold Is It Not Of God Of Hosts That The Peoples Shall Labour In The Very Fires The Peoples 
Shall Weary Themselves For Very Vanity ? 


To The Sinners They Giveth Travail To Gather to Heap up This Also Is Vanity and Vexations of 
spirits. 


For Rulers Are Not A Terror To The Evil but to Good Works. 

For Lo They Will Call All The Families Of The Kingdoms Of The North Saith gods They Shall 
Come and They Shall Set Every One His Throne at The Entering of The Gates of Jerusalem and 
against all The Walls Thereof Round About and against all The Cities of The Hebrews. 


They Shall Wander From Sea To Sea and From The North Even To The East They Shall Run to 
and Fro To Seek The Words Of God and Shall Not Find it. 


There Ye Shall Serve gods The Work of Men's Hands Wood and Stone That Neither See Nor Hear 
Nor Eat Nor Smell. 


To Every Thing There Is A Season a Time To Every Purpose under The Heavens A Time To Be 


Born and a Time to die a Time to Plant a Time to Pluck up That is Planted A Time to kill and a 
Time to Heal. 


A Time To Break Down and a Time To Build Up A time to weep and a Time to Laugh a Time to 
Mourn and a Time to Dance A Time To Cast Away Stones a Time To Gather Stones Together a 
Time to Embrace a Time to Refrain From Embracing A Time to Get a Time to Lose a Time To 
Keep and a Time To Cast Away. 


A Time To Rend a Time to Sew a Time To Keep Silence a Time To Speak A Time to Love a Time 
to hate a Time of war and a Time of Peace. 


They Are Drunken Not With Wine They Stagger Not With Strong Drink. This also is Vanity. 

Upon Whatsoever Any of Them When They are dead Doth Fall it Shall Be Unclean Whether it be 
any Vessel of Wood or Raiment or Skin or Sack or Whatsoever Vessel it Be Wherein Any Work is 
Done it Must Be Put into Water it Shall Be Unclean Until The Event So It Shall Be Cleansed. 


They Did Works Wilily and Went and Made as If They Had Been Ambassadors and Took Old 
Sacks Upon Their Asses and Wine Bottles Old and rent and bound up. 


They Rained Flesh also Upon Them as Dust and Feathered Fowls like as The Sands of The Sea 
They Let it fall in The Midst of Their Camps Round about Their Habitations. 


Bind The Sacrifices With Cords Even To The Horns of The Altars. 
Increase Of His House Shall Depart His Goods Shall Flow Away. 


For Because Thou Hast Trusted In Thy Works and in Thy Treasures Thou Shalt Also Be Taken 
and Chemosh Shall Go Forth into Captivity with His Priests and His Princes Together. 


Because Though A Man Labours To Seek It Out Yet He Shall Not Find it Yea Farther. 
Though A Wise Man Think To Know It Yet Shall He Not Be Able to Find it. 

They Shall Cast them Forth With Silence. This Also Is Vanity and a Great evil. 

They Smote Their Vines Also and Their Fig Trees and Brake The Trees of Their Coasts. 


They Spake and the Locusts Came and Caterpillers that without number did eat up all The Herbs 
in Their Lands and Devoured The Fruits of Their Ground. 


They Smote also all The Firstborn in Their Lands The Chiefs of all Their Strengths.

So Wilt Thou Recover Me and Make Me To Live ? Why Should Ye Be Stricken Any More ? 


For gods Hath Poured Out Upon You The Spirit Of Deep Sleep and Hath Closed Your Eyes The 
Prophets and Your Rulers The Seers Hath they Covered. 


Men Delivered His Strengths into Captivity and His Glorys into The Enemy's Hands. 
Moreover They Called For a Famine Upon The Lands They Brake The Whole Staff of Bread. 


The First Shall Say To Zion Behold Behold Them | Will Give to Jerusalem One That Bringeth 
Good Tidings. 


For | Beheld There Was No Man Even Among Them There Was No Counsellor That When | 
Asked of Them Could Answer a Word. 


Behold They Are All Vanity Their Works are Nothing Their Molten Images are Wind and 
Confusion. 


Against Whom Do Ye Sport Yourselves ? 
Against Whom Make Ye a Wide Mouth and Draw Out The Tongue ? 


Are Ye Not Children of Transgression a Seed of Falsehood. Enflaming Yourselves With Idols 
under Every Green Tree Slaying The Children in The Valleys under The Clifts of The Rocks ? 


Among the Smooth Stones of The Stream is Thy Portion they are Thy Lot Even to them Hast 
Thou Poured a Drink Offering Thou Hast Offered a Offering. 


Also Thou Son Of Man The Children Of Thy People Still are Talking Against Thee by The Walls in 
The Doors of The Houses and Speak one to another Every One to His Brother Saying Come | 
Pray You Hear What is The Words That Cometh Forth From God. 

They Come To Thee As The People Cometh They Sit Before Thee As My People They Hear Thy 
Words but They Will Not Do Them For With Their Mouths They Shew Much Love but Their 
Hearts Goeth after Their covetousness. 

Should I Receive Comfort in these ? 


Upon a Lofty and High Mountain Hast Thou Set Thy Bed Even Thither Wentest Thou Up to Offer 
Sacrifice. 


Behind The Doors also and The Posts Hast Thou Set Up Thy Remembrance for Thou Hast

Yea They Turned Back and Tempted God and limited The Holy One Of The Hebrews. 

Thou Hast Found The Life Of Thine Hand Therefore Thou Wast Not Grieved. 


The Righteous Perisheth and No Man Layeth it to Heart Merciful Men are Taken Away None 
Considering That The Righteous is Taken Away From the evil to Come. 


They Weakened My Strength on The Way They Shortened My Days. 


Ashur Shall Not Save Us We Will Not Ride Upon Horses Neither Will We Say Any More To The 
Works of Our Hands. 


To Hear The Groanings Of The Prisoner to Loose Those That Are Appointed to death. 
Ye Are Our gods For in Thee the Fatherless Findeth No mercy. 


Lo Thou Art To Them As A Very Lovely Song Of One That Hath a Pleasant Voice and Can Play 
Well on an Instrument For They Hear Thy Words but They Do Them Not. 


Eat No Flesh 


Thus Saith God Of Hosts God Of The Hebrews Put Not Your Burnt Offerings to Your Sacrifices 
and Eat No flesh. 


For | Spake Not to Your Fathers Nor Commanded Them in The Days That | Brought Them out of 
The Land of Egypt Concerning Burnt Offerings or Sacrifices. 


Only Be Sure That Thou eat Not The Blood for The Blood is The Life and Thou Mayest Not eat 
The Life with The Flesh. 


Thou Shalt Not Eat It That It May Go Well With Thee and With Thy Children after Thee When 
Thou Shalt Do That is Right in The Sight of God. 


Only Thy Holy Things Thou Hast and Thy Vows Thou Shalt Take and Go To The Place God Shall 
Choose. 


Thou Shalt Offer Thy Offerings Upon The Altars Of God and of Thy Sacrifices Shall Be upon The 
Altars Of God and Thou Shalt Not eat the flesh. 


This Thing Commanded | Them Saying Obey My Voice and | Will Be Your God and Ye Shall Be

Is This House That Is Called By My Name become a den of Robbers in Your Eyes ? 
Behold Even | Have Seen it Saith God. 


Go Ye Now To My Place that was in Shiloh Where | Set My Name at The First and See What They 
Did to it for The Wickedness of My Peoples The Hebrews. 


Because When | Called None Did Answer When | Spake They Did Not Hear but They Did evil 
Before Mine Eyes and Chose That in That | Delighted not. 


Hear The Word Of God Ye That Tremble at His Word Your Brethren That Hated You That Cast 
You Out For My Name's Sake Said Let God Be Glorified but He Shall Appear to Your Joy and 
They Shall Be ashamed. 


Woe To Him That Buildeth His Houses by unRighteousness and His Chambers By Wrong That 
Useth His Neighbour's Services Without Wages and Giveth Him Not For His Works. 


For There Ils A Man Whose Labour Is In Wisdom and in Knowledges and in Equity Yet To a Man 
That Hath Laboured Therein Shall He Leave it For His Portion. 


For The Ways Of The Man Are Before The Eyes Of God and They Pondereth all His Goings.

| Have Even From The Beginning Declared it to Thee Before it Came to Pass | Shewed it Thee 
Lest Thou Shouldest Say Mine idol Hath Done them and My Graven image and My Molten image 
Hath Commanded them. 


Thou Hast Heard Seen all This and Will Not Ye Declare it ? 


| Have Shewed Thee New Things From This Time Even Hidden Things and Thou Didst Not Know 
them. 


They Are Created Now and From The Beginning Even Before The Day When Thou Heardest 
Them not Lest Thou Shouldest Say Behold | Knew Them. 


It ls As Sport To A Fool To Do Mischief but a Man of Understanding Hath Wisdom. 


The Fears Of The Wicked it shall come upon Them but The Desires of The Righteous Shall Be 
Granted. 


As The Whirlwind Passeth so is the wicked no more but The Righteous is An Everlasting 
Foundation. 


For All This | Considered In My Heart Even To Declare All This That The Righteous and The Wise 
and Their Works Are In The Hands Of gods No Man Knoweth Either Love or Hatred By All That Is 
Before Them. 


My Sons Fear Thou God and The King and Meddle Not with Them That are Given to Change For 
Their Calamity Shall Rise Suddenly and Who Knoweth The Ruin of Them Both ? 


These Things also Belong To The Wise. 


For What Hath The Man Of All His Labours and of The Vexations of His Heart Wherein He Hath 
Laboured Under The Sun ? 


For All His Days Are Sorrows and His Travails Grief Yea His Heart Taketh Not Rest in The Night. 
Shall | Count Them Pure with The Wicked Balances and With The Bag of Deceitful Weights ? 


That Make A Man An Offender For A Word and lay a snare for Him That Reproveth in The Gates 
and turn aside The Just for a thing of nought. 


Shall It Be Told Him that | Speak ? If a Man Speak Surely He Shall Be Swallowed up. 


For They All Made Us Afraid Saying Their Hands Shall be weakened from The Works That It Be 
Not Done.

We Have Not Wrought Any Deliverance on The Earth Neither Have The Inhabitants of The World 
Fallen. 


Among The gods There Is None Like To Thee O God Neither are There Any Works Like to Thy 
Works. 


O God The Proud Are Risen Against Me The Assemblies of Violent Men Have Sought after My 
Soul and Have Not Set Thee Before Them. 


Trouble and Anguish Have Taken Hold On Me Yet Thy Commandments Are My Delights. 


To This People Thou Shalt Say Thus Saith God Behold | Set Before You The Way Of Life or The 
Way of Death. 


Take Ye Heed Behold I Have Foretold You All Things 
Hear This O Ye That swallow up The Needy Even To Make The Poor of The Land to Fail. 
Do They That Know Him Not See His Days ? 
Thou Hast Thrust Sore At Me That | Might Fall but God Helped Me.

Thou Turn To God and Shalt Be Obedient to His Voice.

Against Whom Do Ye Sport Yourselves ? 
From The Face Of Him That Sitteth On The Throne and From The Wrath Of The Lamb ? 
They Have Not Known Nor Understood For They Hath Shut Their Eyes. 
That They Cannot See Their Hearts That They Cannot Understand. 
That They Should Come To The House Of God. To Keep The Passover To God Of The Hebrews. 


Beware Of Him and Obey His Voice Provoke Him Not 


Or He Will Yet Again Leave Them and Ye Shall Destroy All Peoples

Neither Shalt Thou go up by steps to Mine Altars That Thy nakedness be not discovered 
thereon.

Thereon To God Thou Shalt Offer Peace Offerings and Shalt Eat There and Rejoice Before God.

They Followed Vanity and became vain and went after The Heathens That were round about 
them Concerning Whom God Had Charged Them That They Should Not Do Like them. 


They Left All The Commandments Of God and made them molten images even two calves made 
a Grove and Worshipped all The Hosts of The Heavens and Served Baal. 


For The Children Of The Hebrews Have Done Evil in My Sight Saith God They Have Set their 
abominations in The House That Is Called By My Name to Pollute it. 


Neither Shall They Regard God Of His Fathers Nor The Desires of Women Nor Regard any gods 
For They Shall Magnify Themself above all. 


In His Estate Shall They Honour gods Of Forces and a god whom His Fathers Knew Not Shall 
They Honour with Gold and Silver and with Precious Stones and Pleasant Things. 


The Kings Shall Do According To His Will and They Shall Exalt Themself and Magnify Themself 
above every god and Shall Speak Marvellous Things against God of gods and Shall Prosper till 
The Indignation Be Accomplished For That is Determined Shall Be Done. 


The Children Gather Wood and The Fathers Kindle The Fire and The Women Knead Their Dough 
to Make Cakes to The Queen of The Heavens and to pour out drink Offerings to other gods That 
They May Provoke Me to Anger. 

They That Sanctify Themselves and Purify Themselves in The Gardens Behind One Tree in The 
Midst eating Swine's flesh and the abominations the Mouses Shall Be Consumed Together Saith 
God. 

He That killeth an ox is as if he slew a Man He That sacrificeth a Lamb as if he cut off a Dog's 
neck He That Offereth an Oblation as if He Offered Swine's blood He That Burneth Incense as if 
He Blessed an Idol. 

They Washed His Garments in wine and His Clothes in The Blood of Grapes. 

God In Trouble Have They Visited Thee ? 


They Poured Out a Prayer When thy chastening Was Upon Them. 


Yea They Turned Back and Tempted God and Limited The Holy One Of The Hebrews. 


Behold | Am Against Thee O Inhabitants of The Valley and Rock of The Plain Saith God That 
Says Who Shall Come Down Against Us ? 


Or Who Shall Enter into Our Habitations ? 


| Will Punish You According To The Fruits of Your Doings Saith God and | Will Kindle a Fire in 
The Forests Thereof it Shall Devour All Things Round About it. 


| Will Utter My Judgments Against Them Touching all Their wickedness Who Have Forsaken Me 
and Have burned Incense to other gods and worshipped The Works of Their Own Hands. 


Ye Shall Know That | Am God. 

For Our Transgressions Are Multiplied before Thee and Our sins Testify against Us for Our 
Transgressions are with Us and as for Our iniquities we know them In Transgressing and lying 
against God and Departing away from God Speaking oppression and revolt conceiving and 
uttering from the heart words of falsehood. 

So They Did Eat and Were Well Filled For They Gave Them Their Own Desires. 


They Were Not estranged from Their lust. 


If The Clouds be full of rain they empty themselves upon The Earth If The Trees fall toward The 
South or Towards The North in The Place Where The Trees falleth There It Shall Be. 


He That Observeth The Winds Shall Not Sow and He That Regardeth The Clouds Shall Not Reap. 


Because To Every Purpose There Is Time and Judgment Therefore the misery of Man is Great 
upon Him. 


For They Knoweth Not That Shall Be for Who Can Tell Them When it Shall Be ? 
Yet Many Years Didst Thou Forbear Them and Testifiedst Against them. 

By Thy Spirit In Thy Prophets Yet Would They Not Give Ear.

Thy Peoples Is Scattered Upon The Mountains No Man Gathereth Them. 

Shall Sing For Babylon For The Spoilers Shall Come To Her From The North Saith God. 
They That Is Perverse In His Ways Despiseth Him. 


If Ye Will Not Obey The Voice Of God but rebel against The Commandments Of God Then Shall 
The Hands Of God Be Against You as it Was Against Your Fathers. 


To This Day They Do After The Former Manners they Fear Not God Neither Do They after The 
Statutes or after The Ordinances or after The Laws and Commandments God Commanded The 
Children of Jacob Whom He Named Israel.

Nor Bow Yourselves to them Nor Serve them Nor Sacrifice to them.

If Ye Shall At All Turn From Following Me Ye or Your Children and Will Not Keep My 
Commandments and My Statutes | Have Set Before You but go and serve other gods and 
worship them. 


Then Will | Cut Off The Hebrews Out Of The Land I Have Given Them and This House | Have 
Hallowed For My Name Will | Cast Out of My Sight and The Hebrews Shall Be a Proverb and a 
Byword among all Peoples. 


Yet God Testified Against Israel and against Judah by all The Prophets and by all The Seers 
Saying Turn Ye from your evil ways and Keep My Commandments and My Statutes According to 
all The Laws | Commanded Your Fathers and | Sent to You by My Servants The Prophets. 


Also Judah Kept Not The Commandments Of God but walked in The Statutes of Israel That They 
Made.

Punishment Thereof Because They Have Despised The Laws Of God and Have Not Kept His 
Commandments and their Lies Caused Them To Err after Their Fathers Have Walked. 

| Will Send A Fire Upon Judah and it Shall Devour The Palaces of Jerusalem. 

Thus Saith God For Three Transgressions Of The Hebrews and For Four | Will Not turn away

As He That Heweth Him Out a Sepulchre On High That Graveth An Habitation For Himself In a 
Rock ? 


My Hand Hath Found As A Nest The Riches Of The Peoples As One Gathereth Eggs That Are 
Left. 


Howbeit There Was No Reckoning Made With Them Of The Moneys That Was Delivered into 
Their Hands Because They Dealt Un Faithfully. 


In Those Times There Shall Many Stand Up Against The King Of The South also The Robbers of 
Thy Peoples Shall Exalt Themselves to Establish The Vision but They Shall fall. 


Even From The Days Of Your Fathers Ye are Gone Away From Mine Ordinances and Have Not 
Kept Them. 


Return to Me and | Will Return to You Saith God of Hosts. 

Ye Said Wherein Shall We Return ? Willa Man Rob God ? Yet Ye Have Robbed Me. 
Ye Say Wherein Have We Robbed Thee ? In Tithes and Offerings. 

Ye Are Cursed With A Curse For Ye Have Robbed Me even This Whole Nation. 

The Bands Of The Wicked Have Robbed Me but | Have Not Forgotten Thy Laws. 
Rob Not The Poor because He is Poor Neither Oppress The Afflicted in The Gates. 
They Soon Forgat His Works They Waited Not For His Counsels. 


They Forgat God Their Saviour That Had Done Great Things in Egypt Wondrous Works in The 
Land Of Ham and Terrible Things by The Red Sea. 


Eat No Flesh 


Thus Saith God Of Hosts God Of The Hebrews Put Not Your Burnt Offerings to Your Sacrifices 


and Eat No flesh. 


For | Spake Not to Your Fathers Nor Commanded Them in The Days That | Brought Them out of 
The Land of Egypt Concerning Burnt Offerings or Sacrifices. 


This Thing Commanded | Them Saying Obey My Voice and | Will Be Your God and Ye Shall Be 
My Peoples and Walk Ye In All The Ways That | Have Commanded You That It May Be Well To 
You. 

They Hearkened Not Nor Inclined Their Ears but Walked in The Counsels and in The 
Imaginations of Their evil Hearts and Went Backward and Not Forward. We Were Like Them 
That Dream. 


Therefore Thou Shalt Speak All These Words To Them but They Will Not Hearken To Thee Thou 
Shalt Also Call To them but they Will Not Answer Thee. 


Thou Shalt Say To Them This Is A Nation that Obeyeth Not The Voice Of God Nor Receiveth 
Correction The Truth is Perished and Is Cut Off From Their Mouths. 


Behold Ye Trust in Lying Words That Cannot Profit. 


Will Ye steal murder and commit adultery and swear falsely and burn incense to Baal and walk 
after other gods Whom Ye Know Not. 


Come and Stand Before Me In This House That Is Called By My Name and Say We Are Delivered 
to do all these abominations ? 


Is This House That Is Called By My Name become a den of Robbers in Your Eyes ? 
Behold Even | Have Seen it Saith God. 


Go Ye Now To My Place that was in Shiloh Where | Set My Name at The First and See What 
They Did to it for The Wickedness of My Peoples The Hebrews. 


Because When | Called None Did Answer When | Spake They Did Not Hear but They Did evil 
Before Mine Eyes and Chose That in That | Delighted not. 


Hear The Word Of God Ye That Tremble at His Word Your Brethren That Hated You That Cast 
You Out For My Name's Sake Said Let God Be Glorified but He Shall Appear to Your Joy and 
They Shall Be ashamed. 


Woe To Him That Buildeth His Houses by unRighteousness and His Chambers By Wrong That 
Useth His Neighbour's Services Without Wages and Giveth Him Not For His Works. 


Is It Good To Thee That Thou Shouldest Oppress That Thou Shouldest Despise The Works of 
Thine Hands and Shine Upon The Counsel of The Wicked ? 


Then He Sheweth Them Their Works and Their Transgressions That They Have Exceeded. 


Yet They Hearkened Not to Me Nor Inclined Their Ears but Hardened Their Necks They Did 
Worse Than Their Fathers. 


Thus Were They Defiled With Their Own Works and Went a Whoring With Their Own Inventions. 


They That Go Down to The Seas in Ships That Do Business in Great Waters. 
The Election Of Grace 


Even So Then At This Present Time also There Is A Remnant According To The Election of 
Grace. 


If Not By Grace Then Is It No More of The Works otherwise Grace Is No More Grace. 

If It Be Of The Works Then It Is More Grace otherwise The Work is No More Works. What then ? 
Let Them Sacrifice The Sacrifices Of Thanksgiving and Declare His Works With Rejoicing. 

He Hath Given To Them That Fear Him He Will Ever Be Mindful Of His Covenant. 

| Will Declare Thy Righteousness and Thy Works For They Shall Not Profit Thee. 


Do The First Works Or Else they Will Come To Thee Quickly and Will Remove Thy Candlesticks 
Out Of His Place Except Thou Repent. 


Or Thy Works He Hath no hands ? 


Therefore Will They Do to This House That Is Called By My Name Wherein Ye Trust and To The 
Places That | Gave To You and To Your Fathers as | Have Done to Shiloh. 


Saith God Do They Not Provoke Themselves to The Confusions of Their Own Faces ? 
They Also Will Choose Their Delusions and will Bring their fears upon Them. 

If Thou faint in The Days of Adversity Thy Strength is small. 

Nevertheless They Did Flatter Him With Their Mouths They lied to Him With Their Tongues. 
For Their Heart Was Not Right With Him Neither Were They Stedfast in His Covenant. 


The Hebrews Hath Not Obtained That That He Seeketh For but The Election Hath Obtained It 
and The Rest Were Blinded. 


This Also is Vanity and a Great evil. 


Yet Shall They Have Rule Over All My Labours Wherein | Have Laboured Wherein | Have 
Shewed Myself Wise under The Sun. 


Because They Rebelled Against The Words Of God and Condemned The Counsels Of The Most 
High Therefore They Brought down Their Hearts with Labours They Fell Down and There Was 
None to Help. 


Therefore They Went About To Cause My Heart to Despair of all The Labours That | Took under 
The Sun. 


Now | Say To You Refrain From These Men and Let Them Alone. 
For If This Counsel Or This Works Be of Men it Will Come to Nought. 


For There Ils A Man Whose Labour Is In Wisdom and in Knowledges and in Equity Yet To a Man 
That Hath Laboured Therein Shall He Leave it For His Portion. 


To Thou Art To Them As A Very Lovely Song Of One That Hath A Pleasant Voice and Can Play 
Well on an Instrument.

For All This | Considered In My Heart Even To Declare All This That The Righteous and The Wise 
and Their Works Are In The Hands Of gods No Man Knoweth Either Love or Hatred By All That 


Is Before Them. 


My Sons Fear Thou God and The King and Meddle Not with Them That are Given to Change For 
Their Calamity Shall Rise Suddenly and Who Knoweth The Ruin of Them Both ? 


These Things also Belong To The Wise. 


For What Hath The Man Of All His Labours and of The Vexations of His Heart Wherein He Hath 
Laboured Under The Sun ? 


For All His Days Are Sorrows and His Travails Grief Yea His Heart Taketh Not Rest in The Night. 
Shall | Count Them Pure with The Wicked Balances and With The Bag of Deceitful Weights ? 
Shall It Be Told Him that | Speak ? 

If a Man Speak Surely He Shall Be Swallowed up. 


For They All Made Us Afraid Saying Their Hands Shall be weakened from The Works That It Be 
Not Done. 


Who Can Tell If God Will Turn Repent Turn Away From His Fierce Anger That We Perish Not ? 


We Will Not Hide Them From Their Children Shewing to The Generations to Come The Praises 
Of God and His Strengths and His Wonderful Works That He Hath Done. 


That They Might Set Their Hopes In God and Not Forget The Works Of God but Keep His 
Commandments. 


They Kept Not The Covenant Of God and Refused to Walk In His Laws Forgat His Works and 
His Wonders That He Had Shewed Them. 


What Is Man That Thou Art Mindful of Him ? 


The Son Of The Man That Thou Visitest Him ? 


Or Thy Works He Hath no hands ? 
Behold Ye Among The Heathens and Regard and Wonder Marvelously. 


Hear Ye O Mountains God's Controversy and Ye Strong Foundations Of The Earth For God Hath 
a Controversy With His Peoples He Will Plead With The Hebrews. 


For | Will Work A Work in Your Days That Ye Will Not Believe Though It Be Told You. 
These See The Works Of God and His Wonders in The Deep. 


We Have Not Wrought Any Deliverance on The Earth Neither Have The Inhabitants of The World 
Fallen. 


Among The gods There Is None Like To Thee O God Neither are There Any Works Like to Thy 
Works. 


All Nations Whom Thou Hast Made Shall Come and Worship Before Thee O God and Shall 
Glorify Thy Name. 


For Thou Art Great and Doest Wondrous Things Thou Art God Alone. 


O God The Proud Are Risen Against Me The Assemblies of Violent Men Have Sought after My 
Soul and Have Not Set Thee Before Them. 


Thou O God Art A God Full Of Compassion Gracious Long Suffering Plenteous in Mercy and 
Truth. 


Thy Righteousness Is An Everlasting Righteousness and Thy Law Is The Truth. 
Or Thy Works He Hath no hands ? 
Trouble and Anguish Have Taken Hold On Me Yet Thy Commandments Are My Delights. 


To This People Thou Shalt Say Thus Saith God Behold | Set Before You The Way Of Life or The 
Way of Death. 


How Great Are His Signs ! and How Mighty Are His Wonders ! 


So Shall They Fear The Name Of God from The West and His Glory From The Rising of The 
Sun. 


The Redeemer Shall Come To Zion to Them That Turn From Transgressions in Jacob Saith 
God. 


Behold God's Hand Is Not shortened That He Cannot Save Neither His Ears Heavy That He 
Cannot Hear Your iniquities Have Separated Between You and God Your sins Have Hid His Face 
From You That He Will Not Hear. 


For Your Hands are Defiled With Blood Your Fingers with iniquity Your Lips Have Spoken Lies 
Your Tongues Hath Muttered Perverseness. 


Because They Believed Not In God Trusted Not in His Salvations Though He Had Commanded 
The Clouds From Above and Opened The Doors Of The Heavens. 


Therefore The Law is slacked and Judgment Doth Never Go Forth for The Wicked doth 
Compass about The Righteous Therefore wrong judgment proceedeth. 


Offerings to Other gods 


For The Children Of The Hebrews Have Done Evil in My Sight Saith God They Have Set their 
abominations in The House That Is Called By My Name to Pollute it. 


Neither Shall They Regard God Of His Fathers Nor The Desires of Women Nor Regard any gods 
For They Shall Magnify Themself above all. 


In His Estate Shall They Honour gods Of Forces and a god whom His Fathers Knew Not Shall 
They Honour with Gold and Silver and with Precious Stones and Pleasant Things. 


The Kings Shall Do According To His Will and They Shall Exalt Themself and Magnify Themself 
above every god and Shall Speak Marvellous Things against God of gods and Shall Prosper till 
The Indignation Be Accomplished For That is Determined Shall Be Done. 

The Children Gather Wood and The Fathers Kindle The Fire and The Women Knead Their Dough 
to Make Cakes to The Queen of The Heavens and to pour out drink Offerings to other gods That 
They May Provoke Me to Anger. 

They That Sanctify Themselves and Purify Themselves in The Gardens Behind One Tree in The 
Midst eating Swine's flesh and the abominations the Mouses Shall Be Consumed Together Saith 
God. 

He That killeth an ox is as if he slew a Man He That sacrificeth a Lamb as if he cut off a Dog's 
neck He That Offereth an Oblation as if He Offered Swine's blood He That Burneth Incense as if 
He Blessed an Idol. 

They Washed His Garments in wine and His Clothes in The Blood of Grapes. 

God In Trouble Have They Visited Thee ? 

They Poured Out a Prayer When thy chastening Was Upon Them. 

Yea They Turned Back and Tempted God and Limited The Holy One Of The Hebrews. 


Behold | Am Against Thee O Inhabitants of The Valley and Rock of The Plain Saith God That 
Says Who Shall Come Down Against Us ? 


Or Who Shall Enter into Our Habitations ? 


| Will Punish You According To The Fruits of Your Doings Saith God and | Will Kindle a Fire in 
The Forests Thereof it Shall Devour All Things Round About it. 


| Will Utter My Judgments Against Them Touching all Their wickedness Who Have Forsaken Me 
and Have burned Incense to other gods and worshipped The Works of Their Own Hands. 


Ye Shall Know That | Am God. 

For Our Transgressions Are Multiplied before Thee and Our sins Testify against Us for Our 
Transgressions are with Us and as for Our iniquities we know them In Transgressing and lying 
against God and Departing away from God Speaking oppression and revolt conceiving and 
uttering from the heart words of falsehood. 

So They Did Eat and Were Well Filled For They Gave Them Their Own Desires. 

They Were Not estranged from Their lust. 


If The Clouds be full of rain they empty themselves upon The Earth If The Trees fall toward The 
South or Towards The North in The Place Where The Trees falleth There It Shall Be. 


He That Observeth The Winds Shall Not Sow and He That Regardeth The Clouds Shall Not Reap. 
The Man's Wisdom Is Despised His Words Not Heard 
Even So Thou Knowest Not The Works Of God Who Maketh All. 


Then Said | Wisdom Is Better Than Strength Nevertheless The Poor Man's Wisdom is despised 
and His Words are Not Heard. 


The Words Of Wise Men Are Heard In Quiet More Than The Cry of Him That Ruleth among fools. 
For He Knoweth Our Frame He Remembereth That We Are dust. 
Wisdom Is Better Than Weapons of War but one sinner destroyeth Much Good. 


Princes Have Persecuted Me Without A Cause but My Heart Standeth in Awe of Thy Word. 
Take Ye Heed Behold | Have Foretold You All Things 

Hear This O Ye That swallow up The Needy Even To Make The Poor of The Land to Fail. 

Thou Hast Thrust Sore At Me That | Might Fall but God Helped Me. 

Know Thou That For All These Things God Will Bring Thee into Judgment. 

Then If Any Man Shall Say to You Lo Here is Christ or Lo He is There Believe Him Not For false 

christs and false prophets Shall Rise and Shall Shew Signs and Wonders to seduce If It Were 


Possible Even The Elect. 


Yet They Tempted and Provoked The Most High God and Kept Not His Testimonies and Turned 
Back and Dealt un Faithfully Like Their Fathers They were Turned aside like a deceitful bow. 


For They Provoked Him To Anger With Their High Places and Moved Him to Indignation with 
their graven images. 


Therefore Their Days Did They Consume in Vanity and Their Years in Trouble. 


They Hath Shortened The Days Or Thy Works He Hath No Hands ? 


For Lo They Begin To Bring Evil on The City That Is Called By My Name Should Ye Be utterly 
unpunished ? 


For While They Be Folden Together as Thorns while They are drunken as drunkards They Shall 
be devoured as stubble fully dry. 


Watch Ye Therefore For Ye Know Not when The Master Of The House Cometh at Even or at 
Midnight or at The Cockcrowing or in The Morning Lest Coming Suddenly He Finds You 
Sleeping. 

What | Say To You | Say To All Watch. 

For All This They Sinned Still and Believed Not for His Wondrous Works. 

This Is An Evil Among All Things That are Done under The Sun That There Is One Event To All 
Yea Also The Hearts of The Sons of Men is Full of evil and Madness is in Their Hearts while 
They Live and after That They Go To the dead. 


They Shall Drink Be Moved and Be Mad Because of The Swords That they Will Send Among 
Them. 


In That Day Shall The Fair Virgins and young Men faint for thirst. 
Yea They Have Chosen Their Own Ways and Their Souls Delighteth in their abominations. 
Thou Didst Shew Thee No Mercy upon The Ancient. 


Neither Shall They Cover Themselves With Their Works. 
The Set Time Is Come 


It Shall Be If They Refuse To Take The Cup At Thine Hand to Drink Then Shalt Thou Say to 
Them Thus Saith God Of Hosts Ye Shall Certainly Drink.

Have Not |! Held My Peace even of Old thou Fearest Me Not ? 

A Just Weight and Balance Are God's All The Weights of The Bag Are His Work. 

For all the gods of The Nations are Idols but God Made The Heavens. 

God Hath Made All Things For Himself Yea Even The Wicked For The Days of Evil. 

Shall Not The Lands Tremble For This and Every One Mourn That Dwelleth Therein ? 

They Shall Be Afraid Of God and Shall Fear Because Of Thee. How Great is the sum of them ! 
Waxed Valiant In Flight Turned To Fight the armies of the aliens. 

These Wait All Upon Thee That Thou Mayest Give Them their Food in Due Season. 

If | Should Count them they are More in Numbers Than The Sands. 

Draw Near Hither Ye Sons of The Sorceress The Seed of The Adulterer and The Whore. 


God Shall Cause Thine enemies that Rise Up against Thee to be smitten before Thy Face they 
Shall Come Out against Thee one way and flee before Thee Seven Ways. 


The Queen Of The Heavens 


Thus Saith God Of Hosts God Of The Hebrews Saying Ye and Your Wives Have Both Spoken 
with Your Mouths and Fulfilled with Your Hands Saying We Will Surely Perform Our Vows That 
We Have Vowed to burn Incense to The Queen of The Heavens and to Pour out Drink Offerings 
to Her Ye Will Surely Accomplish Your Vows and Surely Perform Your Vows. 


Then All The Men that knew that their Wives had burned incense to other gods and all the 
Women that Stood by a Great Multitude Even all The People that Dwelt in The Land of Egypt in 
Pathros answered Jeremiah Saying As for The Words That Thou Hast Spoken To Us in The 
Name Of God We Will Not Hearken to Thee.

Obeyed The Voice Of God Nor Walked in His Law Nor in His Statutes Nor in His Testimonies 
Therefore This evil is Happened To You as at This Day. 

They Shall Be Afraid Of God and Shall Fear Because Of Thee. How Great is the sum of them ! 
Waxed Valiant In Flight Turned To Fight the armies of the aliens. 

God Hearkened To The Voice Of The Hebrews and Delivered Up the gods. 

The Light Of Thine Arrows They Went At The Shining of Thy Glittering Spears. 

So They That Goeth Down to The Grave Shall Come Up No More. 


The Kings Of The Earth who have committed fornication and lived deliciously with her shall 
bewail her lament for her when they shall see the smoke of her burning.

The Heavens They Go Down again to The Depths Their Soul is Melted Because of The Troubles.

They Shall Go Forth and look upon the carcases of The Men that have transgressed against Me 
for their worm Shall not die Neither Shall their fire be quenched they Shall be an abhorring to all 
flesh. 


Fear Not thou worm Jacob and Ye Men of The Hebrews | Will Help Thee Saith God and Thy 
Redeemer The Holy One Of The Hebrews. 


The Spirit Of God Shall Lift Up A Standard Against them. 
He Shall Overflow and Go Over. He Shall Reach Even To the necks. 


Thou Hast Multiplied Thy Merchants above The Stars Of Heaven the cankerworm spoileth and 
fleeth away.

Their Feet Were Straight Feet and the sole of their feet was like The Sole Of A Calf's Foot and 
they sparkled like the colour of burnished brass.

Faces and their Wings. 


Their Wings Were Joined One To Another they turned not when they went They Went Every One 
straight forward.

Thus Were Their Faces and Their Wings were stretched upward Two Wings 


Of Every One Were Joined One To Another and Two covered their Bodies. 


They Went Every One Straight Forward whither The Spirit was to go They Went and They

As For The Likeness Of The Living Creatures their appearance was Like Burning Coals Of Light 
and like the appearance of Lamps 


It Went Up and Down Among The Living Creatures and The Light Was Bright and Out Of The 
Light went forth lightning. 


The Living Creatures Ran and returned as the appearance of a flash of lightning. 

Now As | Beheld The Living Creatures behold One Wheel upon The Earth 

By The Living Creatures with his Four Faces. 

The Appearance Of The Wheels and their Works was Like To The Colour Of A Beryl and they 
Four had One likeness and Their Appearance and Their Work was as it were A Wheel In The 
Middle of a Wheel. 

When They Went They Went Upon their Four Sides They Turned Not when they went.

That ye must turn away this day from following God ? and it will be seeing ye rebel to day 
against God that to morrow he will be wroth with the whole congregation of Israel.

Therefore we said Let us now prepare to build us an Altars not for burnt Offering nor for 


sacrifice that it may be a witness between us and you and our generations after us that we 
might do The Services of God before him with our burnt Offerings and with our sacrifices and 


with our peace Offerings that your Children may not say to our Children in time to come Ye have 
no part in God. 





Therefore said we that it shall be when they should so say to us or to our generations in time to 
come that we may say again Behold The Pattern of The Altars of God that our fathers made not 
for burnt Offerings nor for sacrifices but it is a witness between us and you. 


God forbid that we should rebel against God and turn this day from following God to build an 
Altars for burnt Offerings for meat Offerings or for sacrifices beside The Altars of God our God 
that is before his Tabernacle. 


When Phinehas the priest and the princes of The Congregations and heads of the thousands of 
Israel that were with him heard the words that The Children of Reuben and The Children of Gad 
and the Children of Manasseh spake it pleased them. 


Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest said to The Children of Reuben and to The Children of 
Gad and to The Children of Manasseh This day we perceive that God is among us because ye 
have not committed this trespass against God now ye have delivered The Children of Israel out 
of the hand of God. 


Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest and the princes returned from The Children of Reuben 
and from The Children of Gad out of the land of Gilead to the land of Canaan to The Children of 
Israel and brought them word again. 

The Thing pleased the Children of Israel and the Children of Israel blessed God and did not 
intend to go up against them in battle to destroy the land wherein the Children of Reuben and 
Gad dwelt. 


The Children of Reuben and the Children of Gad called The Altars Ed for it shall be a witness 
between us that God is God. 


In the seventeenth year of Pekah the son of Remaliah Ahaz the son of Jotham King of Judah 
began to reign. 


Twenty years old was Ahaz when he began to reign and reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem and 


He walked in the way of the Kings of Israel yea and made his son to pass through the fire 
according to the abominations of the heathen whom God cast out from before the Children of 
Israel. 

He sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places and on the hills and under every green tree. 


Then Rezin King of Syria and Pekah son of Remaliah King of Israel came up to Jerusalem to war 
and they besieged Ahaz but could not overcome him. 


At that time Rezin King of Syria recovered Elath to Syria and drave the Jews from Elath and the 
Syrians came to Elath and dwelt there to this day. 


So Ahaz sent messengers to Tiglathpileser King of Assyria saying | am thy servant and thy son 


come up and save me out of the hand of the King of Syria and out of the hand of the King of 
Israel that rise up against me. 


Ahaz took the silver and gold that was found in The Houses Of God and in the treasures of the 
King's house and sent it for a present to the King of Assyria. 





The King Of Assyria hearkened to him for the King of Assyria went up against Damascus and 
took it and carried the People of it captive to Kir and slew Rezin. 


King Ahaz went To Damascus to meet Tiglath Pileser King of Assyria and saw an Altars that 
) Ss Kin the priest the fashion of The Altars and The 
Pattern of it see gh to all the workmanship thereof. 





Urijah the priest built an Altars according to all that King Ahaz had sent from Damascus so 
Urijah the priest made it against King Ahaz came from Damascus. 


When The King was come from Damascus the King saw The Altars and the King approached to 
The Altars and offered thereon. 


He burnt his burnt Offering and his meat Offering and poured his drink Offering and sprinkled 
the blood of his peace Offerings upon The Altars. 





He brought also The Brasen Altars that was before God from the forefront of the house from 
between The Altars and The Houses Of God and put it on the north side of The Altars. 


King Ahaz commanded Urijah the priest saying Upon the great Altars burn the morning burnt 
Offering and the evening meat Offerin: an the King's burnt sacrifice and his meat Offering with 
the burnt Offering of all the P le d and their meat Offering and their drink Offerings 
and sprinkle upon it all the blood of the burnt Offering and all the blood of the sacrifice and The 
Brasen Altars shall be for me to enquire by. 










Thus did Urijah the priest according to all that King Ahaz commanded. 


King Ahaz cut off the borders of the bases and removed the laver from off them and took down 
the sea from off the brasen oxen that were under it and put it upon the pavement of stones. 


The Covert For The Sabbath that they had built in The House and The King's Entry without 
turned he from The Houses Of God for The King Of Assyria. 


Now the rest of the acts of Ahaz that he did are they not written in the book of the chronicles of 
the Kings of Judah? 


Ahaz slept with his fathers and was buried with his fathers in the city of David and Hezekiah his 
son reigned in his stead.

The Pattern Of All that he had by the spirit of the courts of The Houses Of God and of all The 
Chambers round about of The Treasuries of The Houses Of God and of The Treasuries of The 
Dedicated Things. 


Also for the courses of the priests and The Levites and for all The Works of The Services of The 
Houses of God and for all the vessels of Services in The Houses Of God. 


He gave of gold by weight for things of gold for all instruments of all manner of service silver 
also for all instruments of silver by weight for all instruments of every kind of service. 


Even the weight for the candlesticks of gold and for their lamps of gold by weight for every 
1lestick and for the lamps thereof and for the candlesticks of silver by weight both for the 
candlestick and also for the lamps thereof according to the use of every candlestick. 





By weight he gave gold for The Tables of Shewbread for every table and likewise silver for the 
tables of silver. 


Also pure gold for the fleshhooks and the bowls and the cups and for the golden basons he 


gave gold by weight for every bason and likewise silver by weight for every bason of silver for 
The Altars of incense refined gold by weight and gold for The Pattern of the chariot of the 
cherubims that spread out their wings and covered The Ark of The Covenant of God. 


All this said David God made me understand in writing by his hand upon me even all The Works 
of this Pattern. 


David said to Solomon his son Be strong and of good courage and do it fear not nor be 
dismayed for God even God will be with thee he will not fail thee nor forsake thee until thou hast 
finished all The Works for The Services Of The Houses Of God. 


Behold the courses of the priests and the Levites even they shall be with thee for all The 
Services of The Houses Of God and there shall be with thee for all manner of workmanship 
every willing skilful man for any manner of Services also the princes and all the People will be 
wholly at Thy Commandments. 


Afterward he brought me to the gate even the gate that looketh toward the east behold the glory 
of God of Israel came from the way of the east and his voice was like a noise of many waters 
and The Earth shined with his glory. 


It was according to the appearance of the vision that | saw even according to the vision that | 
Chebar and | fell upon my face. 
The glory of God came into the house by the way of the gate whose prospect is toward the east.

These are the measures of The Altars after the cubits The cubit is a cubit and an hand breadth 
even the bottom shall be a cubit and the breadth a cubit and the border thereof by the edge 
thereof round about shall be a span and this shall be the higher place of The Altars. 


From the bottom upon the ground even to the lower settle shall be two cubits and the breadth 
one cubit and from the lesser settle even to the greater settle shall be four cubits and the 
breadth one cubit. 

So The Altars shall be four cubits and from The Altars and upward shall be four horns. 

The Altars shall be twelve cubits long twelve broad square in the four squares thereof. 

The settle shall be fourteen cubits long and fourteen broad in the four squares thereof and the 
border about it shall be half a cubit and the bottom thereof shall be a cubit about and his stairs 


shall look toward the east. 


He said to me Son of man thus saith God These are the ordinances of The Altars in the day 
when they shall make it to offer burnt Offerings thereon and to sprinkle blood thereon. 


Thou shalt give to the priests the Levites that be of the seed of Zadok that approach to me to 
minister to me saith God a young bullock for a sin Offering. 


Thou shalt take of the blood thereof and put it on the four horns of it and on the four corners of 
the settle and upon the border round about thus shalt thou cleanse and purge it. 


Thou shalt take the bullock also of the sin Offering and he shall burn it in the appointed place of 
the house without The Sanctuary. 


On the second day thou shalt offer a kid of the goats without blemish for a sin Offering and they 
shall cleanse The Altars as they did cleanse it with the bullock. 





When thou hast made an end of cleansing it thou shalt offer a young bullock without blemish 
and a ram out of the flock without blemish. 


Thou shalt offer them before God and the priests shall cast salt upon them and they shall offer 
them up for a Offering to God. 


Seven days shalt thou prepare every day a goat for a sin Offering they shall also prepare a 
young bullock and a ram out of the flock without blemish. 


Seven days shall they purge The Altars and purify it and they shall consecrate themselves. 
When these days are expired it shall be that upon the eighth day and so forward the priests 
shall make your burnt Offerings upon The Altars and your peace Offerings and | will accept you 
saith God. 


Now of the things that we have spoken this is the sum We have such an high priest who is set 
on the right hand of the throne of the Majesty in the heavens. 


A minister of the Sanctuary and of the true Tabernacle that God pitched and not man. 


For every high priest is ordained to offer gifts and sacrifices wherefore it is of necessity that 
this man have somewhat also to offer. 


For If He Were On Earth He should not be a priest seeing that there are priests that offer gifts 
according to The Law. 


Who serve to the example and shadow of heavenly things as Moses was admonished of God 
when he was about to make The Tabernacle for See saith he that thou make all things according 
to The Pattern shewed to thee on The Mount. 

Now hath he obtained a more excellent ministry by how much also he is the mediator of a Better 
Covenant that was established upon better promises.

Then the King of Assyria came up throughout all the land and went up to Sumaria and besieged 
it three years. 


In the ninth year of Hoshea the King of Assyria took Sumaria and carried Israel away into 
Assyria and placed them in Halah and in Habor by the river of Gozan and in the cities of the 
Medes. 


For so it was that the Children of Israel had sinned against God that had brought them up out of 
the land of Egypt from under the hand of Pharaoh King of Egypt and had feared other gods

Yet God testified against Israel and against Judah by all the prophets and by all the seers 
saying Turn ye from your evil ways and keep my Commandments and my statutes according to 
all the law that | commanded your fathers and that | sent to you by my servants the prophets. 





Notwithstanding they would not hear but hardened their necks like to the neck of their fathers 
that did not believe in God. 


They rejected his statutes and his covenant that he made with their fathers and his testimonies 
that he testif 

heathen that were round about them concerning whom God had charged them that they should 
not do like them. 





They left all the Commandments of God and made them molten images even two calves and 
made a grove and worshipped all the host of heaven and served Baal. 


They caused their sons and their daughters to pass through the fire and used divination and 
enchantments and sold themselves to do evil in the sight of God to provoke him to anger. 


Therefore God was very angry with Israel and removed them out of his sight there was none left 
but the Tribe of Judah only. 


Also Judah kept not the Commandments of God but walked in the statutes of Israel that they 
made. 


God rejected all the seed of Israel and afflicted them and delivered them into the hand of 
spoilers until he had cast them out of his sight. 


For he rent Israel from the house of David and they made Jeroboam the son of Nebat King and 
Jeroboam drave Israel from following God and made them sin a great sin. 


For the Children of Israel walked in all the sins of Jeroboam that he did they departed not from 
them Until God removed Israel out of his sight as he had said by all his servants the prophets. 


So was Israel carried away out of their own land to Assyria to this day. 


The King of Assyria brought men from Babylon and from Cuthah and from Ava and from 
1 and from Sepharvaim and placed them in the cities of Samaria instead of the Children 
of Israel and they possessed Sumaria and dwelt in the cities thereof. 








So it was at the beginning of their dwelling there that they feared not God therefore God sent 
lions among them that slew some of them. 


Wherefore they spake to the King of Assyria saying The nations that thou hast removed and 
placed in the cities of Sumaria know not the manner of God of the land therefore he hath sent 
lions among them and behold they slay them because they know not the manner of God of the 
land. 











Then the King of Assyria commanded saying Carry thither one of the priests whom ye brought 
from thence and let them go and dwell there and let him teach them the manner of God of the 
land. 


Then one of the priests whom they had carried away from Sumaria came and dwelt in Bethel 
and taught them how they should fear God. 


Howbeit every nation made gods of their own and put them in the houses of the high places that 
the Samaritans had made every nation in their cities wherein they dwelt. 


The men of Babylon made Succothbenoth and the men of Cuth made Nergal and the men of 
Hamath made Ashima the Avites made Nibhaz and Tartak and the Sepharvites burnt their 
Children in fire to Adrammelech and Anammelech Gods of Sepharvaim. 


So they feared God and made to themselves of the lowest of them priests of the high places 
that sacrificed for them in the houses of the high places. 


They feared God and served their own gods after the manner of the nations whom they carried 
away from thence. 





With whom God had made a covenant and charged them saying Ye shall not fear other gods nor 
bow yourselves to them nor serve them nor sacrifice to them God who brought you up out of 
the land of Egypt with great power and a stretched out arm him shall ye fear and him shall ye 
worship and to him shall ye do sacrifice. 








The statutes and the ordinances and the law and the Commandment that he wrote for you ye 
shall observe to do for evermore and ye shall not fear other gods. 


The covenant that | have made with you ye shall not forget neither shall ye fear other gods. 
God ye shall fear and he shall deliver you out of the hand of all your enemies. 
Howbeit they did not hearken but they did after their former manner. 


So these nations feared God and served their graven images both their Children and their 
Children's Children as did their fathers so do they to this day. 





In the third year of Hoshea son of Elah King of Israel that Hezekiah the son of Ahaz King of 
Judah began to reign. 


Twenty and five years old was he when he began to reign and he reigned twenty nine years in 
Jerusalem. His mother's name also was Abi the daughter of Zachariah. 


He did that was right in the sight of God according to all that David his father did. 


He removed the high places and brake the images and cut down the groves and brake in pieces 
the brasen serpent that Moses had made for to those days the Children of Israel did burn 
incense to it and he called it Nehushtan. 


He trusted in God of Israel so that after him was none like him among all the Kings of Judah nor 
any that were before him. 


For he clave to God and departed not from following him but kept his Commandments that God 
commanded Moses. 


God was with him and he prospered whithersoever he went forth and he rebelled against the 
King of Assyria and served him not.

In the fourth year of King Hezekiah that was the seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah King of 
Israel that Shalmaneser King of Assyria came up against Sumaria and besieged it. 






At the end of three years they took it even in the sixth year of Hezekiah that is in the ninth year 
of Hoshea King of Israel Sumaria was taken. 


The King of Assyria did carry away Israel to Assyria and put them in Halah and in Habor by the 
river of Gozan and in the cities of the Medes 


Because they obeyed not the voice of God but transgressed his covenant and all that Moses the 
servant of God commanded and would not hear them nor do them. 


Now in the fourteenth year of King Hezekiah did Sennacherib King of Assyria come up against 
all the fenced cities of Judah and took them. 


Hezekiah King of Judah sent to the King of Assyria to Lachish saying | have offended return 
from me that thou puttest on me will | bear. 


The King of Assyria appointed to Hezekiah King of Judah three hundred talents of silver and 
thirty talents of gold. 





Hezekiah gave him all the silver that was found in the house of God and in the treasures of the 
King's house. 


At that time did Hezekiah cut off the gold from the doors of the temple of God and from the 
pillars that Hezekiah King of Judah had overlaid and gave it to the King of Assyria. 


The King of Assyria sent Tartan and Rabsaris and Rabshakeh from Lachish to King Hezekiah 
with a great host against Jerusalem. They went up and came to Jerusalem. 





When they were come up they came and stood by the conduit of the upper pool that is in the 
highway of the fuller's field. 


When they had called to the King there came out to them Eliakim the son of Hilkiah that was 
over the household and Shebna the scribe and Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 


Rabshakeh said to them Speak ye now to Hezekiah 

Thus saith the great King the King of Assyria What confidence is this wherein thou trustest? 
Thou sayest but they are but vain words | have counsel and strength for the war. 

Now on whom dost thou trust that thou rebellest against me ? 


Now behold thou trustest upon the staff of this bruised reed even upon Egypt on that if a man 
lean it will go into his hand and pierce it so is Pharaoh King of Egypt to all that trust on him. 





But if ye say to me We trust in God is not that he whose high places and whose Altars Hezekiah 
hath taken away and hath said to Judah and Jerusalem Ye shall worship before this Altar in 
Jerusalem ? 


Now therefore | pray thee give pledges to my God the King of Assyria and | will deliver thee two 
thousand horses if thou be able on thy part to set riders upon them. 





How then wilt thou turn away the face of one captain of the least of my master's servants and 
put thy trust on Egypt for chariots and for horsemen ? 


Am | now come up without God against this place to destroy it ? 
God said to me Go up against this land and destroy it. 
Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah and Shebna and Joah to Rabshakeh 


Speak | pray thee to thy servants in the Syrian language for we understand it and talk not with 
us in the Jews' language in the ears of the People that are on the wall. 


Rabshakeh said to them Hath my master sent me to thy master and to thee to speak these 
words?

Hebrews were forced to submit to conscription in Royal Labour Gangs as well as heavy levies 
of various kinds. 


Hebrews Revolted after Solomon died Peoples of northern Hebrews revolted after the great 
King's death disrupting United Monarchy. 


The Kingdom of Hebrews lasted for two full centuries sharing the worship of Yahweh and 
Mosaic tradition with smaller southern neighbour Judah. 


After intermittent warfare between Judah and Hebrews King Asa of Judah entered into an 
alliance with the growing Kingdom of Damascus that attacked northern Hebrews relieving 
pressure on Judah. 


This move cost Hebrews its territory to the east of the Jordan River and north of the Yarmuk 
River and ushered in a long series of wars between Hebrews and Damascus. 


10th cent bc: Reign of King Solomon mid 10th century bc culmination of Hebrews political 
History. Solomon gradually lost control over outlying territories conquered by David. Solomon 
was successful in organizing economic life of the Country. 

King Solomon Joined Forces With Hiram Of Tyre who was leading the Phoenicians toward the 
exploitation of Mediterranean trade. Expeditions to Ophir a region probably in either East Africa 
or India brought rich items such as gold peacocks and sandalwood to Palestine. 

At same time the Hebrew King entered into trade relations with Arabs as far south as Sheba 
Yemen. Development of new principles in shipbuilding and recent domestication of Arabian 
camel and use in caravans. Among the King's other undertakings was construction of a fortress 
or storehouse at a site near the head of the Gulf of Aqaba.

He Cast Two Pillars Of Brass of eighteen cubits high apiece a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 


He Made Two Chapiters Of Molten Brass to set upon the tops of The Pillars height of the one 
Chapiter was five cubits and the height of the other Chapiter was five cubits 


The Pillars seven for one Chapiter seven for the other Chapiter. 


He Made The Pillars and two rows round about upon the one network to cover the chapiters 
that were upon the top with pomegranates and so did he for the other chapiter. 


The Chapiters that were upon the top of the pillars were of lily work in the porch four cubits. 
The Chapiters Upon The Two Pillars had pomegranates also above over against the belly that 
was by the network and the pomegranates were two hundred in rows round about upon the 
other chapiter. 
He Set Up The Pillars in the porch of The Temple he set up the right pillar and called the name 
thereof Jachin and he set up the left pillar and called the name thereof Boaz. 
Upon The Top Of The Pillars was lily work so was the work of The Pillars finished. 

A Molten Sea 


He Made A Molten Sea ten cubits from the one brim to the other it was round all about and his 
height was five cubits and a line of thirty cubits did compass it round about. 





Under the brim of it round about there were knops compassing it ten in a cubit compassing the 
sea round about the knops were cast in two rows when it was cast. 








It stood upon twelve oxen three looking toward the north and three looking toward the west 
and three looking toward the south and three looking toward the east and the sea was set above 
upon them and all their hinder parts were inward. 


It was an hand breadth thick and the brim thereof was wrought like the brim of a cup with 
flowers of lilies it contained two thousand baths. 


He made ten bases of brass four cubits was the length of one base and four cubits the breadth 
thereof and three cubits the height of it. 





The Works Of The Bases was on this Manner they had borders and the borders were between 


the ledges. 


On the borders that were between the ledges were lions oxen and cherubims and upon the 
ledges there was a base above and beneath the lions and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 





Every Base had four brasen wheels and plates of brass and the four corners thereof had under 
setters under the laver were under setters molten at the side of every addition. 





The mouth of it within the chapiter and above was a cubit but the mouth thereof was round 
after the work of the base a cubit and an half also upon the mouth of it were gravings with their 
borders foursquare not round. 

Under the borders were four wheels and the axle trees of the wheels were joined to the base 
and the height of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 


their halves ana their ace were a mcitan, ,. 


There Were Four Undersetters to the four corners of one base and the under setters were of the 
very base itself. 


In The Top of The Base was there a round compass of half a cubit high and on the top of the 
base the ledges thereof and the borders thereof were of the same. 


For On The Plates of the ledges thereof and on the borders thereof he graved Cherubims Lions 
and Palm Trees according to the proportion of every one and additions round about. 


After This Manner he made The Ten Bases all of them had one casting one measure and one 
size. 


Then Made He Ten Lavers of brass one laver contained forty Baths and every Laver was four 
cubits and upon every one of The Ten Bases one laver.

Then Solomon Assembled The Elders Of The Hebrews and all The Heads of The Tribes The Chiefs of The 
Fathers of The Children Of The Hebrews to King Solomon in Jerusalem that they might bring up The Ark 
of The Covenant of God out of The City of David is Zion. 


All The Men Of The Hebrew Assembled Themselves To King Solomon At The Fast In The Month Ethanim 
is The Seventh Month. 


All The Elders Of The Hewbrews Came and The Priests took up The Ark. They brought up The Ark Of 
God and The Tabernacle of the Congregation and all the holy vessels that were in The Tabernacle even 
those did the priests and The Levites bring up. King Solomon and all the Congregation of Israel that 
were assembled to him were with him before The Ark sacrificing sheep and oxen that could not be told 
nor numbered for multitude.

When the priests were come out of the holy 
place that the cloud filled the house of God. So that the priests could not stand to minister because of 
the cloud for the glory of God had filled the house of God.

So the servants of King 
Hezekiah came to Isaiah. Isaiah said to them Thus shall ye say to your master Thus saith God Be not 
afraid of the words thou hast heard with the servants of the King of Assyria have blasphemed me.

Biblical Texts is achieved at the top of this page.

This Reference infers that Japheth even though recorded last Shem Ham and Japheth infering Japheth as the 
youngest is somehow rendered as the elder brother of Shem accounts for why Japheth was placed First by The 
Bible Editers even though Japheth is recorded last Shem Ham and Japheth inferring Japheth as the youngest son 
or last born.

Generations after Noah) from Shem Grand Master Mason building The Cities of Nineveh Rehoboth Calah Resen 
Babel Erech Accad and Calneh in The Land of Shinar. Seems likely The City of Ashur was also built by Ashur and 
The Tribes Of Ashur. 


These Cities Built A Generation Before Nimrod was born so that Babel Erech Accad and Calneh in The Land of 
Shinar were already built at The Beginning Of Nimrod's time as they were built by Ashur a Biblically Recorded 
Multiple City Builder a Generation before. 


Ashur In The Bible is recorded and referred as The Chief Of The Kings Of The Hebrew Tribes. ie: Hebrew Royalty 


The Same Translation could also apply to Ashur so that In The Beginning Of His Kingdom was Babel and Erech 
and Accad and Calneh in The Land of Shinar meaning that Calneh in The Land of Shinar and Babel Erech (Uruk Ur) 
and Accad (Akkad) were already built in The Beginning of Ashur's Kingdom except there wasn't that many 
Biblically Recorded Multiple City Builders referred directly after The Flood as a Builder of Cities except Ashur Two 
Generations after Noah. 

This Rendering Of This Hebrew Text Fits Historically as all these Historically and Biblically referred Cities are all on 
Akkadian Lands of The Akkadian Empire who were technically Cainites from Australia The Isles Of The Gentiles as 
recorded in The Bible reference at the top of this page. 


Other Cities Dating To This Period directly after The Flood in roughly the same Geographical area with no Biblical 
references to the builders is 


10th mill bc: Byblos The Phoenician City of Byblos 10th mill bc Byblos means The Papyrus Book. 


The Word Byblos was where The Word The Bible came from the same Book that contains these accounts above 
and below of The Sons of Noah. 


This indicates building of The City of Byblos probably a combined Hebrew Tribes effort where a settlement as a 


base turned into a village then a town then later a City likely other early towns were also combined efforts. 
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9th mill bc: Syria Mureybet in Syria revealed a settlement where the inhabitants made pottery and cultivated 
einkorn a single grained wheat as early as the 9th millennium bc. 





9,000 bc: Jericho an Arabic Ariha town is one of the earliest continuous settlements in The World dating from about 
9000 bc. 


7th mill bc: Nineveh Akkadian City the first settlement a small Neolithic Hamlet founded not later than the 7th 
millennium be. 


Out Of That Land went forth Ashur and Builded Nineveh and The City Rehoboth and Calah and Resen between 
Nineveh and Calah the same is a Great City. 


In The Beginning Of His Kingdom was Babel and Erech and Accad and Calneh in The Land of Shinar. 


The Land Of Shinar this is the first reference Historically to Shinar in The Bible from Southern Iraq Baghdad to The 
Persian Gulf on Akkadian Lands from the 7th mill bc that later became Shumer later on called Sumer on Akkadian 
Lands in The Akkadian Empire. 


Mari The Akkadian Language probably Written from The Very Beginning. 


Founders Of The Dynasty Of Akkad Accad were presumably members of a People who had been familiar for 
centuries with Mesopotamian Culture in all its forms. 


7 mill bc: Erech Akkadian City later called Ur Sumerian Uruk Greek Orchoé modern Tall al Warka Ancient 
Mesopotamian City located northwest of Ur Tall Al Muqayyar in southeastern Iraq. Erech was one of The Greatest 
Cities of Sumer enclosed by brickwork walls about 6 miles 10 km in circumference. Within the walls excavations 
traced successive Cities that date from the pre Historic Ubaid Period 7000-5000 bc down to Parthian times 126 bc— 
224 ad. 


Akkad The Sumerian Kings List places the 1st Dynasty of Kish (Kush Cush) together with a Series of Kings bearing 
Akkadian Names immediately after The Flood. 


6th mill bc: Traces Of Settled Communities are found in The Northern Region and date from the mid 6th millennium 
bc a period Archaeologists associate with the transition from a Neolithic to a Chalcolithic Age. 


6th mill bc: Trade as early as the 6th millennium bc extensive Trade was carried on throughout a large part of the 
Ancient Middle East. 


Sumer Earliest Known Civilization In Southernmost Mesopotamia between Tigris and Euphrates Rivers area in The 
Akkadian Kingdom's Territory. 


4500 bc: Sumer Area First Settled 4500 to 4000 bc by a non Semitic People called Akkadians who spoke The Cainite 
Language. 


4000 bc: The Great Flood of Southern Mesopotamia. 


Ath mill bc: Akkadians A Cainite Language Group settled before had a part in The Urbanization that took place in 
the 4th millennium. Cainites Drained swamps Developed Flood Control Invented The Wheel Established Permanent 
Agriculture. 


3300 bc: Sumerians when unnamed nomads from ... (Sumerian texts indicate the Sumerians are aliens from 
another Planet this is why they adopted local names when they invaded The Earth) settled on Akkadian Lands in 
Sumer and adopted the name of Sumerians from Sumer that was still on Akadian Lands until The Akkadian Empire 
mysteriously died out when The Sumerians came to the fore The Sumerians renamed the area as Sumeria until 
around .. 


25th cent bc: Sargon | when The Sumerians were conquered by Sargon | a Hebrew Akkadian King's son. Sargon's 
name stated in The Bible as Rod Ashur from The Hebrew Ashur Tribes.
